Alderman Mellon advocated the order 
for $900 reooin mended by the Flnauce com- 
mittee and called attention to artioles in- 
cluded in the $2300 sohedule which could 
not be considered as permanent fixtures to 
the building.

Alderman Saltonstall believed the hospi- 
tal was an institution of which tbe oity 
was proud, and which should be assisted 
iu every way. 

Alderman Mellen said he was not antag- 
onistic to the hospital but he believed this 
to be a question of principle. That it was 
a plain business proposition and that the 
larger sum would be only an entering 
wedge, and form a dangerous precedent. 

Alderman Rrown thought the matter be- 
gan and ended with the ooutagious wards. 

Alderman Weed called the question one 
of expediency and not of princiole and de 
fended tiie division of schedule made by 
the property committee.

Boston, June 3rd, 1901. 
The condition of things on Beacon Hill 
Is gratifying from the standpoint of those 
who desire an early prorogation, although 
discussions fiver the subway matter may 
delay the desired ceremony for a week 
longer. The calendars of the Senate and 
House are both short and very few bills re- 
main nnreported. The principal matter 
before the House when it began its session 
Monday, was the bill to provide for the 
construction of a system of subways In 
Boston by the transit commission, It had 
been understood that Mr. Brandies, who 
aots for James Richard Carter and his 
associates, had secured the postponement 
of this measure until Monday In order to 
perfect amendments designed to greatly 
modify the bill, or else to secure its defeat. 
As the measure finally came from the com- 
mittee on metropolitan affairs.it provided 
for a 40-year lease of the Washington 
street subway to the Boston elevated com- 
pany; that the latter company meet all ex- 
penses of construction, the construction to 
be under the control of the transit commis. 
sion; and that the subway when oompleted 
shall be the properly of the oity of Bos- 
ton. The general impression about Beason 
Hill Is that this measure will be enacted in- 
to law in nearly the condition in which it 
left the oommfttee, though there may be 
many serious days of debate before this is 
accomplished. Of course there is just a 
possibility that some time in the next fort- 
night the House or the Senate will get 
tired of the measure and refer it over to 
the next general court. 

The Senate did not seem to take kindly 
to the order wtyioh came from Mr. Dana’s 
committee, judiciary, to provide for an in- 
vestigation of the anti-stock watering 

J a special recess committee, as was 
by Mr. Carter and his associates. 
That militant man, Hon. Thomas Post of 
Lenox, rose in his place last week, when 
the matter reached the Senate from the 
House, and blandly suggested that here 
was a good chance to call a halt. The 
judioiary committee members scented 
trouole and quickly had the matter referred 
over until Monday for more full discussion, 
hoping meanwhile, to secure votes enough 
to have the Senate ooncur with the House 
in the adoption of tbe order. Monday it 
again went over. Mr. Post’s position was 
not based on any desire of his to prevent 
amendments of the anti-stock wateriug 
laws, but on his belief that no matter how 
efficient a legislative committee might be, 
or how well equipped they might be as 
lawyers, such a proposition as this were 
best placed in the hands of experts, who 
could handle it in the best way uud report 
legislation in harmony with its ideas. Re- 
cess committees to handle this sort of 
matters, or even special committees of ex- 
perts, do not always reach the most ratis- 
faotory results. 

Everything of particular interest to Mr. 
Bullard as a member of the railroad com- 
mittee seems to have been disposed of, and, 
as a rule, these dispositions must be quite 
satisfactory to him, The railroad commit- 
tee had less important matters than usual 
to attend to this year, but a number of 
vexatious little bills which were substitut- 
ed for adverse reports in many cases. Mr. 
Bullard was in charge of these adverse re 
ports quite often, and deserves the credit 
of having worked assiduously for the de- 
feat of the substituted Dills, none of which 
to the write. ’s knowledge have been finally 
enacted. 

Tue' recess committee on the revision 
of the publio statutes, ou which Mr. 
Dana will serve, has held one or two pre- 
liminary tneetiugs, but of course will not 
get down to business until the Legislature 
is through with its sessions. Meanwhile 
there has been great curiosity aud some 
auxiety as to what tbe special or minis- 
sion to revise und consolidate the statutes 
is doing towards furnishing the copies 
necessary as a basis for tbe work of the 
recess committee. These printed reports 
should be in the hands of the members by 
this time, but it is understood that while 
the work of printing is Eoiug on, the recess 
committee is not likely to receive its copies 
as a whole, even when it begins its work, 
but wiB be compelled to take theadvauce 
sheets and work over them, tbe printing 
going on meanwhile until the report is 
completed The size of the job can be 
understood by any man who looks ut u 
copy of tJie public statutes aud at the 
various eopies of the laws aud resolveR, 
which have been bussed in the last 20 
years, either amending these statutes, or 
adding to them. The new copy of the 
public statutes, which will be issued th-» 
coming winter us the result of tbe work of 
the special committee and the speoiui ses- 
sion of the general court to be held iu No- 
vember is likely to be a much bigger docu- 
ment than anything of tbe sort ever yet 
brought out in Massachusetts. 

The hill relative to the observance of the 
Lord'sdry which oume from Mr. Daua's 
house judiciary committee, aud passed tue 
lower braucli, was rejected in the senate 
on SVeduesduy last by a vote of 21 to (5 It 
was what was known as the “Borofsky 
hill,” uud permitted Hebrews und others 
who observe Saturday to carry on business 
on Sunday. An immense opposition to 
this measure developed after it had passed 
thehouseaud before it was tuken up by 
the seuate, so that the seuate judiciary 
committee yielded to publio demaud und 
reported adversely upon the bill. 

A general bill relative to the construc- 
tion uud operation of street railways upon 
private land has passed tbe two brunches 
and will be signed by the governor this 
week. The bill to permit the Boston uud 
Worcester street railway to do likewise is 
also likely to be signed liy the governor be- 
fore the week is out Amendments to the 
lit st *il these bills giving the railroad com- 
missioners authority to pass ou the “pub- 
lic necessity and convenience" of such oper- 
ation over private land were discussed at 
length iu the senute uml finally went 
through in that shape. Meauwhilea gen- 
eral bill to perfect the laws against stock 
wateriug aud promoting public safety iu 
the couatrucliou ami operation of street 
railways h.is been rejected. Tbe reason 
for this rejection largely hinged upon the 
the point of whether on the question of 
constructing new roads, the railroad com 
luiesiouers should be given the right to 
pu.Mi upon the quest iou of public necessity 
ami convenience. Mr. Bishop’s commis- 
sion fiats for over 30 years hud the right to 
say whether public convenience and neces- 
sity required the building of new steam 
rullrouds, uud iu ull that time there has 
not been u new railroad constructed iu 
Massachusetts. Many consider that the 
enactment of a like measure iu relation to 
the street railway companies would 
prevent the formation of any new stieet 
l ull way companies in the future. Of 
course, street railway companies now 
in existence count extend their lines to 
almost any extent but theudvuutage of new 
street mil way companies would be lost. 
Notwithstanding the ualuial disposition of 
those interested iu street ruilwuy property 
to hold what they have uud keep out com- 
petition, tiie members of ttie seuate did not 
feel the lime to be ripe for the enactment 
of such u law. 

Metropolitan l’urk Commissioner Haskell 
of Newtbu will be pleased indeed at the 
success this year of such recommendation* 
as his board lias untie iu relation to park 
extension and maintenance. Nearly every- 
thing asked by tiie board lias beeu enacted 
into law. Last week one of tiie lust of 
these measures, to provide for the expen- 
diture of $Uio,ooo additional at Nuutasket 
beach was eugrossed by the senate Early 
In the yeur the wellkuowu antipathy of 
Governor Crane to inor*u«*d expenditures 
in the metropolitan park district uutli some 
payment* at least uad beeu made by the 


district upon the park loans was consid- 
ered almost an absolute bar to the enact- 
ment of anything like the Nantasket beach 
bill; but meanwhile the commissioner* 
were placed in an uncomfortable position: 
they must either release some of the land 
they had taken at Nantasket beach or else 
they ninst have additional funds It is 
understood the matter was finally taken to 
the governor, who a* a good business man 
realized that the property mnst be eventu- 
ally taken as a part of the reservation and 
so suggested that the hill had better be put 
through, before the land increased in value.

THE HOSPITAL FURNISHINGS. 

After weeks of deliberation the alder- 
men have at last compromised between 
the desires of the Trustees for an appro- 
priation of $:UX»0 for completely furnishing 
tho contagious ward and administration 
building just completed, and the SHOO 
recommendation of the Finance Commit- 
tee that tho line be drawn with such arti- 
cles as usually appertain ton rented house. 
The appropriation is fixed at $2300, which 
is sufficient to provide all but the bed 
furnishings, linen, crockery, silver, etc. 

We believe this action will be approved 
by the taxpayers. Tlie Hospital is doing 
a good work, and is an institution of which 
the citizens nro proud. 

As Alderman Weed truly said, the ques- 
tion is one of expediency rather than of 
principle, and as the contagious wards are 
peculiarly a municipal nlTnir, a spirit of 
libernlity should be manifested when they 
are under consideration. 

The lease, however, should undoubtedly 
provide that the Hospital should replace 
all leased articles, worn out or broken in 
service, or unnecessary friction will be in- 
curred in the future. 


MASON SCHOOL PLANS. 

The plans submitted nuder open compe- 
tition for the new school house at Newton 
Centre failed to receive that endorsement 
from the city’s expert, and the school com- 
mittee which would warrant acceptance. 
The aldermen therefore have receded fiom 
its position and authorized a closed compe- 
tition from selected architects similar to 
that in Auburn dale. 

We are glad that the expet iment of open 
competition has been tried, as its failure 
will undoubtedly be a warning for the fut- 
ure. Newton desires the lest possible 
architectural skill in the construction of its 
public buildings and should not tuke the 
c iances of poor work involved in open 
competition. 

.JrmsK Kennedy is to be commended for 
imposing tin* drastic penalty of i«n days in 
the County jail upon the young men found 
guilty of ringing in false alarms of fire. 

The tire alarm system is designed for the 
protection of property and the miseheiv- 
iousuess which pulls needless alarms, and 
cuu oi so much waste of energy by the fire 
department, to say nothing of the possible 
danger from real alarms, rung in while the 
department are on a useless errand, de- 
serves severe punishment.

METHODS OF SUICIDE, 

II«(v I>cnpcrnte Person* Ailopt I’re* 
vh 1 1 1 it k Style* of Deistructlon. 

•'"The remarkable methods several sui- 
cides have adopted In this city recently 
call attention to the fact that methods 
of self destruction are largely matters 
of suggestion,” said ajlogtor. “When 
a man gets In that coTrultlon where he 
wants to die, he has little Inventive 
ability and adopts the method that lyis 
been brought to his mind. You will no- 
tice that after one person kills himself 
with acid there follows a long list of 
acid suicides. It is Che same with any 
unusual method. One person gets up 
an original way, and that inspires the 
next one to try his hand until we have 
a whole series of such grewsome nov- 
elties. 

“I have proved this theory. Several 
years ago I was discussing this feature 
of suicide with several friends, includ- 
ing the coroner. They ridiculed my 
theory. I offered to prove it. It hap- 
pened that shooting and banging were 
popular Just then. I wrote an article 
for a newspaper on tbe horrors of 
strangulation and pistol wounds and 
explained tbe ease with which one 
could kill himself with prussic acid. 
Death from prussic acid, you know, is 
absolutely Instantaneous and, many be- 
lieve, painless. There had not been a 
suicide with this acid for more than a 
year, but within a week after the arti- 
cle was published there were four, and 
one of the unfortunates had clippings 
of my article In his pocket. 

"Of course I was accused of killing 
these four by suggestion, hut I was 
never arrested and do not feel guilty, 
for when once a person has decided to 
kill himself the method Is a slight mat- 
ter. No person In his right mind will 
commit suicide. We all know In our 
sane moments of easy ways to end life, 
but when In the suicidal frame of mind 
nature seems to rob us of our reason in 
this direction, as If In a desperate hope 
of preventing the sacrifice.”— New York 
Mall and Express.

The ItenMon They Teem With Mnlu- 
rin X «i x Ion * Gu*e*. 

Good gravel has so largely come into 
request that many suburban lands 
with that valuable substratum are 
qua rrled to a considerable depth be- 
fore being sold on building leases. Hut 
it is essential to restore a level surface, 
as even the most speculative builder 
would hesitate to run up "neat villa 
residences” iu deep holes. The owuei 
frequently gets over this difficulty by 
allowing urban refuse to be shot lute 
the excavation; In many eases he even 
exacts a small sum for every load tilted 
ou ills ground. The surface being thus 
leveled, a year or two are allowed for 
the soil to sink and become compact 
Occasionally grass is sown to give a 
natural appearance to the spot 

All Is now in readiness for the build- 
er, who proceeds to lay the foundation 
for his "terraces,” "avenues” and "gar- 
dens,” which he subsequently adver- 
tises as “on gravel soil.” So they are, 
but between their ground floors and the 
gravel lies a thick stratum of partially 
decomposed rubbish, teaming with 
malaria, and not for many years will 
the deposits cease to give off uoxlous 
gases. 

But the tenant, coming from a dif- 
ferent locality, kuows nothing of the 
"making" process to which the plot 
has been subjected. When, therefore, 
111 health dogs his family, he puts it 
down to defective drainage or some 
other structural deficiency and spends 
money freely on remedial measures 
without the least benefit. All this 
misery might be prevented If It were 
legally prohibited to build human habi- 
tations ou decomposed refuse until the 
soil had acquired a wholesome char- 
acter.— Loudon Globe. 


How They Treated Wuslilnicton. 

As uu example of the progress of 
medicine during the last century The 
Medical Record cites the case of Wasl,i.-_ 
lngton’s last Illness. He died of laryn- 
geal diphtheria, and the treatment wus, 
it would seem, for an old man sh*k 
with a disease, very exhausting to the 
vitality. It consisted In the abstrac- 
tion of between two und three quarts 
of blood, the administration of about 
20 grains of calomel and 0 grains of 
tartar emetic and an Injection, with ex- 
ternal application of blister. And ’jftf 
so strong was Washington’s constitu- 
tion that he survived this treatment for 
24 hours.

WOOD-YARD FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


PLAN OF CHARITY DEPARTMENT TO ES- 
TABLISH ONE AT NOXANTUM THAT WILL 
BENEFIT ALL NEEDY MEN. 


It is the intention of the charity depart- 
ment of Newton to put in operation, with 
the consent of the city fathers, a wood 
yard in Xonantum such as^villproveabom 
ami benefit to the unemployed. 

The plan is to erect ashed in rear of hose 
8 building of Watertown street and witbiu 
the watchfulness of station 2 patrolmen. 
To obstruct the inquisitive gaze ot the pub- 
lic a fence will be bviU- Tbe inclosure 
will contain plenty of wood and such im- 
plements as will u.d the workers iu prepar- 
ing wood for the market, or better, the 
stove. 

All uble-bodied men who seek municipal 
Hid will be Invited to the wood-yard where 
they may labor an allotted time and there 
by earn what assistance is given them. 
This, it is understood, will include those 
men who seek a night’s lodging under the 
roof ol the police station. Of course a 
meal will be included. 

Under the present system the charity de- 
partment has no positive assurance that an 
applicant is without work uud that he has 
made taithful efforts to secure employment. 
The woodyard is expected to act as u test. 
Those possessing muscle, but lacking cour- 
age, must not expect, after the wood yard 
is established, to find any section of the 
"world ol graft” within Newton’s borders. 

Naturally readers will wonder what is to 
become of the wood. This is easily ex- 
plained. It will be delivered to those iu 
need of fuel and to municipal buildings. 
The schools, highway department and lire 
stutlons, have plenty of use f<>r fuel and 
may readily be supplied by this method. 
Boston, .Springfield und Wakefield are 
among the places who speak highly of the 
scheme. 

The finance committee of the city has un 
der consideration, the approptaitmn of 
$700 to be expended iu establishing tbe 
plant.

Commencement. 


BACCALAUREATE SERMON. 

The graduates attended divine services 
in the First Baptist churoh of Newton Cen- 
tre Sunday morning. 

The baccalaureate sermon was by Pres. 
Wood. His text was Matthew vii, 16: "By 
their fruits ye shall know them." Pres. 
Wood said in part : 

"Many men are confused by the serious 
division in the religious world. Romanism 
and Protestantism, with their many sub- 
divisions, put forth olaims upon men’s be- 
liefs. Amid all these, what shall we be* 
lieve? What is truth? 

"The scholastlo or dogmatio or ecclesias- 
tical tests do not satisfy men, or compel 
their assent to the truths which are offered. 
Great names in scholarship do not verify 
troth. We must have some test so simple 
that every one can use it, and one that is 
self-evidencing. 

"We believe in individual responsibili- 
ties. Every man stands alone. The in- 
dividual moral sense and the individual 
conscience must assent to truth. 

"Is the Bible troth? It may be; but If 
it is it is not beoanse of its oanoDioity, its 
universal acceptance, or any outward 
authentication. It must be aoeepled be- 
cause of its fruits. No other book and no 
other religion can bear such fruits. 

"The doctrine of the sacrifice and the 
whole vogue of teaching known as human- 
ltarianism must be tested by their fruits. 
It has been the spring of missionary en- 
endeavor. It has begotten both missionary 
and martyr. Humanitarianism fails utter- 
ly as a regenerator of society. It may 
change environment, but does not change 
the inward nature of men. 

"We accept the teaching of the Bible 
because of the fruits of its doctrine. This 
is the fruit, sharp test of all teaching all 
doctrine, all oreeds, all churches, all 
sohools— ‘By their fruits ye shall know 
them.’ ” 

On. Monday evening there was an ex- 
amination of the junior class in the Euglish 
Bible by Prof. Ilovey. Tuesday morning 
the senior class was examined in homilet- 
ics by Prof. English, and in the aftemoou 
there was au examination of the middle 
class in "New Testameut Interpretation 
by Prof. Anderson.

Y. M. C. A. was delivered by Ilev. Donald 
D. McLaurln, 1). I)., of Detroit. 

Wednesday’s exercises opened with a 
meetiug of the Ruckus Historical Society 
at 0.

tains with other professions, a period of |se- 
rious training is required to lit for practice 
aud, as iu other professions, a distinction 
may be drawn between the science und 
the art of nursing. It is with regard to 
these two uspects of nursing that 1 pro- 
pose to speak brietly to you today. 

A soleuce is detined by W he well as a 
body of principles aud deductions to ex- 
plain the nature of some mutter, while 
art is the application of these principles. 

A science teaches ub to know, an art to do. 
In science truth is the only end; iu art 
truth is a means to uu end. 

The science of nursing includes some 
knowledge of anatomy, physiology, and 
hygiene; of the effects of leading drugs 
aud active remedial measures, perhups of 
pathology. . 

You must know broadly the seut aud re- 
lations of the important orguus und the 
distribution ol the larger superficial ar- 
teries. You must liuvo a general knowl- 
edge of the fuucliou of these orguns und 
of systems of organs , as well as of the 
range of* functional activity within the 
limits ol health acoordiug to the actiou of 
more or less obvious causes, whether ex- 
ternal or internal, Some knowledge of 
the impairment and deruugement of 
function wrought by disease is also desir- 
able— pathology. Very important is inti- 
mate laiuiliurity with the principles of 
veutilutiou, especially in a highly variable 
clunule like ours, subject to great and 
rapid changes of temperulurc und to high 
winds,' too often dustludeu. Dietetics iu 
health aud diseuse; the relation of food to 
age, climate aud work ; how to prepare the 
leading foods for iuvulids und the sick 
with reference to digestibility, palutubility 
and nutritive value— ull these ure of prime 
importance. You must, liuully, be ac- 
quainted w ith the poisonous effects of the 
leading active drugs iu most generul use, 
such us opium, mercury, the sulioyl und 
coal tur products, digitalis and the like. It 
muy be ef great vulue to the patient, und 
brings relative peuce of mind to the doctor 
iu many cases H he is sure that you know 
the curly sigus of u vet dosage. 

The above seem to me the main points of 
the science of nursing. They arc the same 
in kind us those of the science of medi- 
cine, differing mainly iu range and degree. 
In other wolds, the suieuoe ot uursiug is 


is partly for this reason that I do not reoall 
ever having known of a temperature taken 
In the rectum at that time. The interne 
wns left much discretion as to the seleo 
tionof cases for temperature observations 
and their frequency. And the observations 
were always made by the interne himself, 
never by tho nurse. The clinical ther- 
mometer was a great stimulus to a more 
accurate study and careful reoord of physl- 
clmi states, aud has been followed by the 
Improvement or invention of a host of 
other instruments of preoiston designed to 
check the fallible evidence of onr unaided 
senses, and to amplify our knowledge by 
means of large numbers of accurate obser- 
vations. carefully recorded to a standard 
and intelligently studied. 

There were good nurses in those days 
though they were relatively few In num- 
ber. They were usually nurses by aooldent 
rather than by design, and the best ones 
were of mature age as experience was 
their sole teacher. Natural aptitude counts 
tor much. Without Itone will rarely beoome 
a first rate nurse, or anything else And 
yet It may safely be stated that the good 
nurse is made, not born. 

It is only in part that the art of nursing 
Is to be learned hospitals. Here all Is 
systematized and you are part of a well 
made and oiled maohine, devised primari- 
ly for the care ot the sick. All appliances 
are at hand. You have little to do with 
the friends and family of the patient; your 
presence is an integral part of the admin- 
istration, not a disturbing element, as it 
often is in a private family. 

The science of nursing is the same 
whether in hospital or private work, but 
the art of nursing has far wider play in the 
latter. I ain old fashioned enough to b»- 
iieve that those only get the most out of 
life who are ready for good and sufficient 
reason at any time to do cheerfully and to 
the best of their ability what they may not 
want to do; and, in like manner, to refrain 
from doing what they may want to do. 
They are sincerely to be pitied into whose 
lives compulsion enters little or not at all. 
Character is trained and developed by over- 
coming obstacles. those whioh exist with- 
in ourselves as well as those external to us. 
The squeezing process may hurt, especial- 
ly at first, but it brings out the juioe If 
there is any. 

In other words, suooess in private nursing 
depends on something more than the 
knowledge of your profession as a solenoe 
and intelligence head ; it depends also on 
heart— enthusiasim for your calling apart 
from its pecuniary emolument, unselfish- 
ness, and on the power of seeing a situa- 
tion not only as it is but also as others see 
it. Never forget that the private house is 
arraugad on the basis of health aud that 
your training should fit you to meet many 
of the problems pertaining to the care of 
the sick, while the family is not so trained. 
Serious illness is a great perturbation to 
the average household. Now and then 
you enter u household with such lurge 
spuce und such a full corps of well trained 
servants that the physical dislocation, so 
to speak, ot illness is relatively small. But 
the mental auxiety muy be equally grout. 

Go to a family resolved to be a real help 
just as fur as you possibly can. Do not be 
stipulative. Those who are always stand- 
ing on their dignity ure apt sooner or later 
to find themselves standing more uloue 
than they like. 

It is well on all accounts to have the 
business arrangements clearly understood 
at the start. What little experienoe I iiuve 
hud of life has led me to the conviction 
that people ordinarily, and especially in 
time of trouble, meun to do the right and 
fair thing, generally more ruther thun less. 
Credit others, until you have good cause to 
do otherwise, with the same desire to be 
reasonable which actuates yourself. If 

f mople show you— or seem to show you — 
aok of consideration it is usually from 
ignorance or thoughtlessness, rarely delib- 
erately or from design And anxiety about 
the sick loved one may be the tap root of 
thoughtlessness. A state of affairs, un- 
comfortable aud perhaps unpromising at 
first, can generally be made right by the 
exeroise of a little taot and patience on 
your part, especially if you take the dootor 
into your counsel aud tell him the difficulty. 

Iu short, success in nursiug depends on 
much the same factors us sucoe.-s in any 
other walk of life -intelligence, tact, love 
for the work (which love iuseusibiy makes 
itself fell) ; common sense ; constancy. In 
common with the medical aud cleiical pro- 
fessions, that of uursiug demands, 1 think, 
a larger mta-ure of self sacrifice than do 
other professions. If you ure not prepared 
to exercise this you would do better to 
give up nursiug altogether or to confine 
yourself fti institutional work where a less 
degree of adaptability is required. 

1 permit mysell to add some "dont’s,” 
every one of which is based ou uctuul und 
generally repeated experience 
Don't leal your patients, even if well 
advanced in convalescence, into a chamber 
of horrors, even if they invite you to do so. 
That the details of other ca?e« exercise a 
curious fascination for some people is no 
reason why you should excite or rater to 
a morbid impulse. Emerson says, "Don’t 
poison the morning air with talk of ill- 
ness.” Above all don’t speak of your own 
aches, pains und disabilities, if utihappiiy 
you have such. To thut extent you should 
ije Christian Scientists. 

Don’t remember, if you cau help doing so, 
private mutters which may have come 
within your cognizunce while a member of 
the household. If memory must retain 
such, lock the door and throw away or 
misluy tlie key. You must respect the des- 
habille of the patient aud family if you 
would win the respect of others and, what 
is of far more importance, retain your own 
self-respect. 

Don’t be conspicuous in your dress, save 
for neatness. A hud impression is justly 
created by going to a case overdressed, at 
if for an ufternoon tea. Whutever my pri- 
vate opinion, 1 should uot presume to de 
cide whether the combination of a twenty- 
one inch waist und a thirty-eight inch bust 
is in accordance with beauty. But 1 know 
thut this combination cuused general 
murk us well us merrimeut in a family 
which comprised several young men. 1 
cun’t help feeling that it wus meant to ox- 
oite remurk, for whioh it was better fitted 
thun to lend to further employment there 
or elsewhere. 

Dou’t be untidy as regards the room an 
more than us regurds your person, 
bureau drawer is uot a good place to keep 
butter, though an excellent nurse iu muny 
respects seemed to tliiuk so. 

Dou’t take your meals with the family 
unless it is clearly their wish or for their 
convenience thut you do so. Y'ou are not 


Don’t regard your patients ns gold mines, 
you charge more for taking care of 
male cases," don’t class little boys of 
three und a half and thirteen as "males.” 
Don’t forget your arithmetic. Six days at 
three dollars a day makes eighteen, not 
twenty-one. If the family choose to con- 
sider six times three twenty-one, that is 
another thing. Don’t make unnecessary 
personal additions to the family wnsh, 
whether it is done within or without the 
house. In short, bo businesslike. Devote 
some thought to saving the family un- 
necessary expense,— serious illness is horri- 
bly expensive now-a-days, and don’t be too 
rigid. Incase or doubt bear a small loss 
yourself rather than give ground for the 
oliarge of oupldlty. 

1 oould lengthen this list of "don’ts" 
without great difficulty, but think I have 
said enough,— more, perhaps, than seeming 
gracious ness would warrant. But 1 am 
ealous of the good repute of all that per- 
tins to the care of the sick, and it grieves 
me to hear reasonable people, not parsimo- 
nious, anxious to do right, demand "an old 
fashioned nurse, one who has not been 
trained, anyone except a nurse who takes 
possession of my entire house.” The true 
friend, moreover, Is not he who pats us on 
l;he back and tells us we are altogether per- 
fect, but he who clearly and kindly tells 
of our faults and warns us of our dan- 
gers. I am sure you will oredlt me with 
le spirit of the true friend, 1 sincerely 
ish you, one and all, Godspeed and close 
ith i’oionlous’ advioe, as applicable to 
you and me as to Laertes, "To thine own 
self be true, thou oanst not then be false to 
any man.”

His history is learned us 
fur us possible aud his work uud experi- 
ences through the yeurure turned and made 
u mutter of interest. On June 9 the uuiiual 
report meeting is to be held of which the 
work of these missionaries will be made 
the subject. The leader is Miss Florence 
S. Allchiii.

Washington, June 3rd, 1001 
President McKinley is so seriously con- 
cerned over Mrs. McKinley's condition, 
she having done little, if any, more than 
hold her own since she got back to Wash- 
ington, that he has cancelled all or his June 
engagements, except that to visit Harvard 
University commencement, June 2i»th, 
whiuh is held In abeyance, he being very 
anxious to go there If Mrs. McKinley’s 
health will permit. Her ph)sicians are 
hopeful, but admit that Mrs. McKinley is 
still dangerously III, and that her failure to 
gain strength more rapidly is alarming. 

Director Merriam,of the Census Bureau, 
has been breaking reoords ever since the 
taking of the Census was started last year, 
and the final report on population, show- 
ing the aggregate population by states and 
territories, density of population, center of 
population in its medium point, population 
of Alaska aud Ilnwaii, etc., the lirst half 
of which lias just been issued, and the 
concluding half of which will bo issued in 
the early fall, will be four years ahead of 
similar reports made iu any previous 
census. 

Attorney General Knox, at the request of 
the tSpunish Claims Commission, has ren- 
dered an opinion that claims growing out 
of the loss of the bultieship Maine, are 
properly claims of the U. S. against Spain, 
which means that they have no legal 
status, as the Treaty of Paris expressly 
stipulated that no claims' of the U. S. 
against Spain on account of the war should 
be made. Such uiuims are still being tiled, 
but it is probable that they hul been pre- 
jrepurerl before the Attorney General hul 
Dcen heard from, and that the attorneys 
are tiling them so us to be iu u position to 
take advantage of the possibility of the 
opinion not being upheld bv the Courts, 
although so far us known, iTo steps have 
been taken towards getting its legality 
passed upon. 

One of the results of a published inter- 
view with the President ot Venezuela, in 
which he reflected severely upon U, S. 
Minister Loomis, now in Europe on a 
vacation, for acts iu which he was carrying 
out his instructions from Seertttiiy Huy, is 
that President McKinley has decided that 
Mr. Loomis shull not return to Venezuela, 
but shall be given unother diplomatic posi- 
tion of equal importance, 'the President 
of Venezuela will tiiul no diflereuce iu the 
chauge, as the new Minister will be given 
precisely the same instructions that were 
given to Mr. Loomis. Meanwhile, Mr. W. 
W. Russell, who is iu charge ot the U. S. 
Legation ut Caracas, bus been instructed 
to inform the government of Venezuela, 
that this government endorses every olliuiul 
uct of M iuister Loomis, 

Attorney General Knox is now engaged 
by direction of President McKinley, iu 
preparing a comprehensive opinion on ull 
the Supreme Court Insular Decisions, 
showing precisely how fur they go uml 
what effect they will have upon our insular 
relations. That opinion will be submitted 
to the President uud Cabinet this week, 
uud after its careful consideration, it will 
be decided and probably ofliciully an- 
nounced what, if any, changes wiil be 
tuude in uny brunch of those relations; the 
opinion will also be u determining factor 
iu the question of whether an extra session 
of Congress will be called. 

Secretary Root’s letter, instructing Gen- 
eral Wood to inform the members of the 
Cuban Constitutional Convention that this 
government did not approve of the addi- 
tions made to the Platt amendment, before 
its acceptance by the Convention, was a 
long and carefully prepared documeut, in 
the preparation of whiuh President Mc- 
Kinley ussisted. It impressed upon .Gen- 
eral Wood that this government does not 
wish to otfeud the Cubans, but tiiat they 
must uccept the Platt amendment just us it 
pussed Congress, if they wish American 
uuthonty to be withdrawn from the island ; 
that nothing short of that will be satisfac- 
tory to this government. The Platt Amend- 
ment is plain and the attempt to interpret 
several of its provisions, wuich the Cubaus 
added, are obscure. 

Perry Heath passed through Washington 
several days ago, and in tne course of a 
conversation, said of his much talked of 
Loudon interview, concerning the nomina- 
tion of Senator Hanna for President: 
“That boom, if that term could be upplied 
to my expression in Loudon, was the 
merest incident or the outgrowth of a 
friendly conversation that could be possi- 
ble. 1 hud uot thought of the expression a 
moment before it passed my lips, and 1 
don’t believe I thought of it aguiu until 1 
arrived iu the United States. 1 think the 
idea of being a Presidential nominee is 
about the furthest away lrom Senator 
Hanna’s mind than any other subject in 
the world, in talking oi bis great strength 
of character und popularity, I only meant 
to convey the idea tliut he would muke a 
magnificent candidate and a tiptop Presi- 
dent. 1 expect tbut the lirst lime 1 meet 
Senutor Iianna, 1 will have to dodge a few 
brick bats, for 1 feel very oertuiu that this 
subject is one, uot only foreign to his 
ambitions, but disagreeable to him.”

Object of Admiration at 
Newton Cemetery. 


Annual Meeting of Corpora- 
tion Saturday. 


The annual meeting of the Newton Ceme- 
tery Corporation ami of its trustees was 
held last Saturday afternoon iu the Far- 
low Memorial chapel on the cemetery 
grounds. Trior to convening the lot hold- 
ers enjoyed an inspection of the grounds, 
and there were many compliments for 
Superintendent II. Wilson Boss on Its line 
appearance. 

The following trustees were re elected : 1 
E, B Haskell, \V. 1*. Tyler, Otis Potto**, A. 

K. Mitchell, K. L. Pickard, Francis Mur- 
dock, George Frost, E. M. Fowlo and C. F. 
Eddy. At the meeting of the trustees, 
which followed, these otlicers were chosen ; 
President, K. B. llaskeil; vice president, 
W. P. Tyler ; treasurer and superintendent, 
11. W, Boss; elei k, K M. Fowle. 

REPORT OF T1IE TRUSTEES. 

In accordance with the authority voted 
by the corporation at the annual meeting 
iu Juue, 1900, the trustees issued coupon 
notes, bearing date of duly 1, 11)00, at live 
percent, with the proceeds of which all 
the debts of the corporation, including 
fifteen thousand dollars due to the estate 
of the late Henry Boss for land and build- 
ings purchased of him adjoining the ceme- 
tery, ut the corner of Walnut and Homer 
streets, were paid off. These notes 
were readily placed, it is provided that 
the sum of tweuty-five hundred dollars 
shall be set aside each year for the creation 
of a sinking fund, which shall be held 
sacred for the payment of the notes at 
maturity. This act places our finances lu 
a comfortable condition, aud with reason- 
able economy we hope to be able to meet 
all ordinary demauds. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that this is not a money- 
making corporation, and that the trustees 
feel that their Brat duty is to keep the 
cemetery in so good a condition that it will 
continue to meet the requirements of an in- 
telligent und critical community. 

Our recent request that proprietors who 
had uot already done so should put the 
provision of perpetual oare on their lots 
has uiet witli quite a generous response, 
materially enlarging the Perpetual Care 
Fund. About oue hundred aud seventy- 
live lots are still held without this pro- 
vision, and we a;ain urge the owners to 
attend to a matter which is for their own 
personal interest as well as for the general 
interest of the whole cemetery. r 
In the last ye$r the price of theT’erpetu- 
al Care pruvisioiPhas been advanced fifty 
per cent , which is still much lower than iu 
other cemeteries comparable with ours. 
The advance was injiUe urgently necessary 
by tbe decrease iu the rate of iucome on 
invested luuds. 

The most important work of the year 
under review bus been the installation of a 
wuter plant, ample as we believe, to keep 
our pouds full und to Mipply a much eu- 
larged service on tbe grounds. 

The city government gave us $4000 to 
make good tire damage to the wate r supply 
of our ponds by tne construction of a 
sewer through Walnut street and a portion 
of the cemetery near Walnut street. The 
water plant complete has cost nearly seven 
thou mud dollars, but as it serves the 
double purpose mentioned above, is built 
in the most substantial manner, aud 

f iromises to sutlice for many years, we be- 
ieve the money bus been wisely expended. 
We .were able to make a reasonable con- 
tract with the electric power company ou 
llomer street, under which we obtaiu our. 
power for pumping without money com- 
pensation! that company accepting iu place 
of money an assurance of an ample water 
supply for condensing their steam. 

The general condition of the Newton 
cemetery is better than ever before, aud we 
observe a growing demand for lots from 
people who live outside our city limits. 
The reasons they give are that tne ceme- 
tery preserves a beautifully simple rural 
character, and that the prices are lower 
tbau iu auy cemetery of the same grade. 
While our cemetery is first for the citizens 
of Newton we welcome those from other 
municipalities who appreciate the advan- 
tages we oiler.

FIRE AT THE HOSPITAL. 


THAYER WARD DAMAGED EARLY SATUR- 
DAY MORNING -NURSES CARED FOR 
PATIENTS WITH COMM END Al) LE COOL- 
NESS, AND FIREMEN HKAVELY PRE 
VENTED SPREAD OF FLAMES. 


At 12 13 Saturday morning au alarm from 
boy 341 summoned the fire department to 
the Newton hospital, Woodlaud, where a 
fierce blaze wus in progress in tbe Thayer 
ward. This section of the hospital forms 
a south west addition to the maiu building, 
is built of wood and is hlgh-studed. 

The Thayer ward contained thirty 
patients, but fortunately all but three were 
able to walk from the beds when aroused 
by the nurses. To the matron and her us. 
sistunts is due considerable prahe for their 
coolness. There were no accidents and 
aside from the inconvenience tie loss was 
uot particularly severe. The damage will 
amount to about 82,500. 

It is believed that the blaze originated in 
the disinfecting closet where one of the 
nurses had lighted a gas jet about twenty 
miuutes before the tire broke out. From 
investigation it is shown that there was no 
explosion, but there is every evidence that 
tlie upper part of the gas jet was loose. 
From this the theory is formed that the gas 
escaped, resulting in the’diaastrous blaze. 

The Humes had gained considerable 
headway when the firemen reached the 
place aud it was with the greatest difficulty 
that the adjoining wooden structures were 
saved. For this the firemen huve been 
highly commended. 

Tbe interior of the ward was badly 
damaged und the entire roof burned off.

Although this wuter is 
not suitable lor drinking purposes, it will 
add greatly to our former supply, ut a 
nominal expense. 

A water lank und tdwer have been erect- 
ed to give sufficient pressure for the ceme- 
tery supply, und large pipes have been laid 
throughout tiie cemetery increasing the 
capacity of our output very materially. 

The mud on the bottom of the pond at 
tbe north of Section 3 wus removed last 
summer and used to finish tiie slope north 
ot the siuule grave section, containing 
about an acre, which is now ready to be 
sold for lots. 

More thuu two thousand shrubs have 
been planted iu the cemetery grounds, und 
iu a lew years they should add greatly to 
llie beauty of tiie grouuds. 

A buth-rooiu wus made iu the Mattson 
house ut a cost of $225. We have been 
very fortunate during this last yeur iu tiie 
sule of lots, which bus amounted to $13,358, 
more than a thousand dollars greater than 
auy previous years' sales.

THE APPLETON CASE. 


The city has received deserved condem- 
nation in the past for its failure to compen- 
sate Mr. W. S. Appleton for land taken 
for water supply purposes in 1880. In that 
year the city seized about <i() acres of the 
Appleton land adjoining the Charles river 
at Oak Hill, the taking being unknown to 
Mr. Appleton. The land was even taxed 
to him for 5 years after the seizure. In 
IStW Mr. Appleton discovered that the land 
was claimed by the city, but as the three 
years’ limit within which lie could legally 
collect damages liad expired, he apparently 
had no case against the city. 

After negotiations to settle on an exlior- 
hitant basis had been refused by the city, 
his attorney began proceedings to test the 
constitutionality of the law under which 
the city had acted. The constitutionality 
of the law was upheld by the Supreme 
Court, and an attempt was then made to 
obtain legislative authority to enable a 
suit to be brought against the city. Much 
sympathy was expressed for Mr. Appleton 
l»y the legislators, hut as it was late 
in the session, ami as a general law, 
thought to cover the matter, was then In ■ 
ing enacted, a special law was refused. 
This general law authorizes the city to sur- 
render binds taken for public purposes, 
but as it is not deemed expedient by the 
city authorities to release our hold on the

At the 
present time, the delegates elected at the 
municipal caucuses, nominate a mayor, 
aldermen at large and members of the 
school committee. 

In this way it is impossible to secure a 
um ct expression of the voters on a single 
issue like thut for school committee, as the 
preferences of some voters over the mayor- 
alty and of others for aldermen, may and 
often do outweigh their choice for tl e 
school hoard- 

There should bo separate conventions 
for the alderiinmie and school board nowi- 
uatioiis, and we suggest that a proper 
work for our Upper Falls friends would 
U: along this line, in order tlml when the 
time does arrive, the school question can 
be settled/m its merits, and without possi- 
ble aldermaiiie complications.

THE FOG THIEF AND HOW HE PLIES 
HIS PECULIAR TRADE. 

II* Operate* (Ini'll;- Itnlh In the City 
■ ml nn the Tlmme* — i'nrrlea Off Ilia 
Plunder From Vnna nml Cnbs 
Shrouded In th* Dense doom. 

Thousands of thieves long for fog 
with a great longing. Incredible ns It 
mny seem, property worth tens of thou- 
sands of pounds Is every year stolen 
from vans and lorries alone In London 
streets. Quite nine-tenths of this prop- 
erty disappears during fogs. 

The lenders of the fog thief gangs 
usually have some little cnpltnl to 
start with. One of them affects to be 
n cartage contractor on a smnll scnle. 
He tnkes very qule premises that have 
a high boarding round and that are 
not overlooked. If he has plenty of 
cellnrage, all the better. He has at 
least one smnrt trap and horse and 
two and sometimes three rogues to go 
with It 

It Is during the into foggy afternoons 
and early evenings of winter thnt the 
hnuls are made. Streets with ware- 
houses— and not shops thnt are lighted 
brilliantly and enrly— on each side and 
that are often congested with traffic 
are mostly chosen. The smnll and 
smnrt though dingy and Inconspicuous 
looking trap plunges Into the thick of 
the traffic. It soon, in the gloom and 
murk, pincos Itself immediately behind 
a van or lorry piled with packages of 
various kinds. 

The men In the quick trap are all on 
the alert One of them, a man chosen 
for his Immense physical strength, goes 
to the head of the pony on some pre- 
text He soon has a package down 
from the van In front He Is provided 
with sharp cutting Instruments, and he 
has a powerful piece of strnp with a 
hook at one end. If there is a boy sit- 
van, the men In the 
trap contrive to get him down by di- 
verting his attention. Even with a 
view to distracting the possible atten- 
tion of carters, the thieves generally 
get up nn altercation, or “barney,” 
among themselves or with others. They 
are men of colossal Impudence and 
powers of abuse, and all attention be- 
comes riveted upon them. In one case 
not far from Farringdon street last De- 
cember they carried off one parcel of 
furs worth £700, the van boy being 
temporarily blinded, as alleged, by n 
lad with the thieves blowing some 
snuff Into his face from a pea shooter 
and then disappearing. 

I One of the most notorious of these 

• fog thieves was a lithe young fellow 
who crept along the back of a pony to 
Its head, American jockey fashion, and 

( hooked what he could from out of the 
van in front. 

I The great hauls of these men are 
when they follow cabs nnd private car- 
riages from a railway station. In such 
cases they generally use two traps and 
horses. A cab is marked that has ap- 
parently valuable luggage on the top. 
This is followed till some dark street 
Is renclied where the way is narrow or 
congested; then the driver of one of 
the traps, thnt has a very swift pony 
harnessed to It, deliberately drives 
across the head of the cab or carriage 
horse. 

| Of course there Is an angry alterca- ' 
tlon, nnd while this Is going on the 1 
thieves on the other trap have got Into 
the Immediate rear of the luggage la- 
den vehicle. One of the thieves goes 
along his horse’s back and lifts the lug- 
gage down. | 

| One of the hnuls effected last winter , 
In tills way was worth £8,000 and was 
the property of Mr. de Silva, an Argen- 
tina millionaire. The robbery took place 
not far from St. Pancrns’ church Just 
before the shops were lighted up. 

As the summer sun brings forth 
myriads of living creatures, so does a 
Thames fog bring out upon the dark 
nud apparently deserted river a vast 
horde of thieves.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, June 10th, 1001. 

President MoKlnley Is only seeing those 
of his unitors who have Important public 
business to discuss, owing to Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s continued critical oondition. She Is 
not worse than she has been at any time 
since her return to Washington, hut then 
neither is she peroeptibly better. It Is this 
barely holding her own that is alarming in 
such a case as hors. Members of the 
Cabinet are doing everything in their 
power to relieve President McKinley of the 
routine executive work, by only oalllng his 
personal attention to the most important 
matters. 

Senator Frltohard, of North Carolina, 
who Is In Washington on official business, 
said of the McLaurln-Tlllman mix-up in 
South Carolina: "The fight is between 
democrats, and 1 have nothing to do with 
it, but there is a strong sympathy for Sena- 
tor McLaurin among business men and 
manufacturers of our section, who are 
democrats. They believe Jthat ho repre- 
sents their interests and the best interests 
of the South. I am willing to make this 
prediction, however,— both North and 
South Carolina, will soon be in the republi- 
can column and the day Is not far distant 
when that will take place. Other Southern 
states are leaning that way, too.” Senator 
MoLanrln is also in Washington. lie ex- 
presses absolute confidence that a majority 
of the South Carolina voters will endorse 
his position. 

Representative Mercer, of Nebraska, 
hopes that Attorney General Knox will not 
take advantage of the authority he has to 
make a oontraot for the erection of the new 
building for the department of justice, be 
cuuse he considers the site, on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, entirely too small and the 
appropriation available inadequate for the 
erection of a-suituble building. He said on 
the subject: ”1 believe that all new Federal 
buildings in Washington, should be large, 
imposiug and commodious, built for the 
future and not 1 or the present. Our fore- 
fathers showed splendid judgment when 
they planned the Capitol, White House uud 
Treasury. There’s the Congressional li- 
brary. It has been admired by thousands. 
We ought to erect another building for tne 
Supreme court and the department of jus- 
tice, near the library. The city hall of 
Philadelphia has cost $‘21, 000,000 so far, 
and the state house at Albany, $10,000,000, 
hut neither is admired as mucu as the Con- 
gressional library, which cost a little over 
$0,000,000. The small amount of money 
appropriated for the new building of the 
department of justice, will not erect much 
of a building. It certainly will not make a 
showing on ,the small piece of ground 
owned by the department. I like to see 
big buildings in spacious grounds. The 
people are willing to pay for them aud that 
ought to be sufficient,” 

Secretary Long headed off a scheme of 
some reul estate speculators, who have ac- 
quired the laud that will be needed for tjie 
establishment of the nuvul station, on P^arl 
harbor, Hawaii, aud have been holding it 
at extortionate prices, by instructing the 
commandant of the nuvul station at Hono- 
proceedings to protect the interests of 
lulu, to consult with the United States 
District Attorney there, in regard to 
ttie government iu securing the needed land 
at Pearl harbor. By the same steamer, at 
the request of Secretary Long, orders from 
Attorney Genet al Kuox went to the U. S. 
district attorney, to take the necessary 
steps before July 1, to condemn the land 
needed for the naval station This alert- 
ness will convince those speculators that 
Uncle Sum is not always un easy mark. 

Discussion of Representative Babcock’s 
idea of removing the tariff from all pro- 
ducts of the steel trust, has brought out 
some interesting facts about the steel trade. 
It has been shown that big as the big trust 
is, it by no meaus oontiols the ste* I trade 
iu this country, there being many establish- 
ments, borne oi them employing a large 
number of men, which have uo connection 
with the trust. It seems to be generally 
admitted that the removal of the tariff on 
steel products would not injure the big 
trust iu any marked extern, but it is 
claimed that it would necessitate an im- 
mediate reduction of w >ges in ail steel 
establishments not in the trust. This claim, 
which is being made by those who ought 
to know whereof they speuk. is causing 
many who were at iirst inclined to favor 
Mr. Babcock’s ideu, to entertain doubts of 
its wisdom, and if it be substantiated by un- 
prejudiced investigation, which a number 
of meiuLers of the house are quietly mak- 
ing, the bill for the rental of the tariff on 
steel products will uot bo supported by a 
corpoiul’s guard of republicans in either 
branch of Congress, at the coming session. 
Desirable us muuy consider it to curb the 
power of tiie big trusts, the republican 
majority in congress ure not going to be 
s: nmpeued into the support of anything of 
that sort, without carefully considering it 
from every point of view, and they will 
certainly will not allow any legislation to 
get through that will reduce the wuges of 
Americun working men. 

The Cubuu Constitutional oonventinu re- 
assembles toduy to consider Gen. Wood’s 
commuuicutlon notifying them that they 
must accept the Platt juneudmeut uncondi- 
tionally before they will be ullowed to or- 
ganize u government of their own. The 
lutest advices indicate u disposition on the 
part of u mujority of the convention to be 
stubborn, uud immediate action is not ex- 
pected.

State House Letter. 

(HpeclAl to the Graphic.) 

Boston, June 12, 1901. 

The members are looking forward to 
Friday night or possibly Saturday as the 
date of prorogation, although the complica- 
tions on the subway bill may push the ad- 
journment over until some day next week 
The governor, late last week, notified, 
the chnirman of the metropolitan atTalrs 
committee that he should refuse to approve 
of the bill for the new subway through 
Washington street unless it contained a 
referendum clause. The statement was 
like a thunderbolt from a clear sky, and 
even after two days to think about it the 
members came back on Monday In a con- 
dition either of stupe faction or vexation. 

It bus nut been usual for so direot a state- 
ment to emanate front the exeoutlve de- 
partment until at least a measure had 
passed its enactment stage and reached the 
governor, when often it has ocourred that 
he lias suggested amendments to put a bill 
in a form which he could conscientiously 
sign. Some people doubt the wisdom in 
the governor’s attitude, on the ground 
that it is not consistent with his well known 
opposition to a referendum on the Flloh. 
burg and Albany lease bills last year, and 
others on the point of whether this is a 
measure which would call for a referen- 
dum anyway. Some applaud his aotion 
because they think it is in consonance with 
his well-known views against interference 
by the Legislature iu local affairs of mu- 
nicipalities. Others deem it as clearly un- 
constitutional. It was a notioeable thing 
that the man who had put in the most 
effective work iu favor of the referendum t 
Representative Charles R. Saunders of 
Boston, as soon as the Governor had an- 
nounced his determination saw that it 
would be afi unwise aud impolitic thing to 
force the referendum upon the bald ques- 
tion of whether the subway should be 
built on the credit of the Bostou elevated 
railway company or not at all. So Mr. 
Saunders devised a scheme of providing 
that the subway should be built by the 
transit commissioners in any event, and 
for submitting to the people the question 
whether it should be built on the credit of 
the city of Boston or of the Boston ele- 
vated railway company. Mr. James R. 
Carter, who has taken so great an interest 
iu this whole question, was understood to 
favor Mr. Saunders new referendum idea, 
but meanwhile Senator Gardner of Hamil- 
ton favored as a substitute for the bill 
passed by the House, a bill more nearly in 
accord with the association board of 
trade’s filan for a subway to be built by 
the city, aud leased to the w.evated rail- 
way until 1917 upon the same terms as it 
now pays for the Tremout street subway. 

All of the measures iu which Mr. James 
Richard Curter has shown au interest 
buuched up together in the Senate during 
the past week. There was a debate nearly 
every day upon the bill which bad been re- 
ported by the judiciary committee on Mr. 
Carter's petition aud the famous “Luce” 
order, it was evident, us the debate pro- 
ceeded, that the proposition for a recess 
committee to study the anti-Ftock water- 
ing laws hud more enemies than friends. 
But for reasons which may seem obvious, 
tuere was a great hesitancy about going on 
record. Finally, on Friday, by a vote of 
0 yes to 20 no, the whole scheme wus re- 
jected. As has heretofore been explained 
in this correspondence. Speaker Myers, 
the father of the anti-stock watering law 
of 1891, has been very strenuous that there 
be amendments to this statute so as to make 
it possiuie to pi event stook watering 
through the form ition of voluntary asso- 
ciations or by other meaus which eminent 
luwyers have been able to devise. It is 
thought that possibly the Speaker will 
favor a recess committee of tne House to 
follow out the investigation. It is perfect- 
ly competent for the House to take this po- 
sition if it desires to do &o. Doubtless Mr. 
Dana and his associates ou ttie House 
judioiury committee will seriously consider 
the project this week. 

On Thursday last there was a hot debate 
over the resolve lor au investigation into 
the question of the park busiu in the 
Charles river between Cambridge and Bos- 
ton. Mr. Carter hud been very active in 
opposition to ttiis resolve, also, for the rea- 
son that he believed t} dam across the 
Charles river would be a menace to the 
success of the scheme of deepening the 
channels entering Boston Hurbor through 
a government appropriation. As a result 
he secured the aid of Senator Jones of 
Melrose, who offered an amendment to the 
resolve providing for a commission to be 
appointed by the Governor to investigate 
the feasibility of Improving the bauks uud 
dredging out tne bed of the Churles river 
as au alternative to the project of the dam. 
Notwithstanding the fuct that the chumber 
of commerce joiued the associated board of 
trade iu requesting this amendment, the 
Sena* e rejected it, and passed the resolve 
in the form iu which it come from the 
House. It is uow believed the Governor 
may take a hand in the controversy und in- 
sist on the Carter amendment before he 
signs the lull. 

The recess committee on the revision of 
the public statutes, of which Mr. Dana is u 
member, has perfected its plans and organ- 
ized this week. Meuuwhile, contrary to 
expectation, the state printers were uble to 
prepare a single set of copies of the report 
of the commission, which bus been codify- 
ing these ineusures, F. W. llurd, Charles 
W . Clifford and Charles N. Harris. The 
report makes a very bulky document of 
four volumes containing some ‘2(kx> pages. 
In addition to the work of comput ing und 
verifying this codification with the original 
statutes, Mr, Duuu's committee must 
write into ttie volumes which have been 
prepared all the changes in the public 
stututes und till- the udditions made 
during the present session. The 
chuuces are that they will be at worn 
for many weeks It is instructive to look 
over ttie titles of the new sections to the 
public statutes prepared by the revisers, us

The follow iug observations by Mr. L. 
M. Bouve the well worth repeating, and 
should be thoroughly learned by students 
of the game. 

Without attempting to compete with 
Vice President Tommy's "Whist Don’ts,” 
a few suggestions of a similar order per- 
haps may prove of some benefit to those 
who inteud to take up the study of whist 
within the next few months. 

It is barely possible that some players of 
more or less experience, not to mention 
those of team calibre, may profit by hav- 
ing their atteutifnt called to one or two 
points. Not that they need any "brushing 
up” themselves, but simply that they better 
in ay be prepared to set a shining example. 

(A) Always count your hand before you 
play to the firstYriok. 

Thutthis is something which even the 
pert isprone to neglect, impressed itself|upon 
tbewriter’s mind most forcibly during a 
game of straight whist several years ago. 
Four skilful players.whom we will uot name 
for personal reasons, had fiuished one deal 
and the odd triok had been scored to the 
credit of oue pair. On the next deal, with 
a different pack of cards, the other pair 
took eleven trioks aud won the game. 
Happening to put his hand iu one of his 
pockets, the wri— one of the players pulled 
out the 7, H, 9, 10 of spades belonging to the 
pack first used, which somehow hud re- 
solved its df into thirteen packets of four 
cards each. Fus ing over the error in 
scoring, winch probably wus due to im- 
pi-rleet alignment in the arrangement of 
the packets after they were gathered in, if 
certainly was embarrassing to each one of 
tb*- four pluj ei s to think that he had not 
counted his band, let alone the fact that he 
bad not missed me four spades, 

(It) Begiu with leurnlng the lends thor- 
oughly. 

Alter a game has begun one cannot ask 
his partner wh.it lie should lead from a 
certain combination, and it delays the game 
if it is necessary for a player continually to 
refer to some list thut he muy have pre- 
pared for that purpose. 

i’) Con the cards us thev fall. 

If a beginner will cultivate the habit of 
repeating to himself tne lace value of the 
cards us they are played he wdll find that it 
will help him luuterially. It is a pity 
thut experienced players will not adopt 
this simple method of impressing the 
"drop” upon their memories. If they 
would do so it would relieve them of the 
necessity of asking to huve the cards faced 
after they have been turned. 

(D) Divide the work with partner. 

Not only does partner hold one-quarter 
of the puck, but also does he anticipate 
having his shure of the pleasure to be de- 
rived from the play. It is selfish, if noth- 
iug more, to expect him always to sacrifice 
his hand to one's arbitrary demands. 

(E) Endeavor to avoid mannerisms. 
Uuconsoious hesitation is very likely to 

influence partner, and cause loss, even 
though purtuer muy not meuti to hermit 
himself to be swayed by suuh interference 
with bis play. 

(F) False curds may come in pluy during 
one’s fiftieth year ut the game; from the 
first to the fifth yeur at least, they are likely 
to prove trick losers. 

(G) Go slowly iu leuruing the rules. 

The same suggestion applies to the play. 

Whist is u game iu which "haste is waste.” 
How many leads “out of turn” are due to 
a tendency to haste in pluy which has beeu 
allowed to grow upon one! 

(ID Hearsay is seldom a safe instructor 
for the beginner to follow. 

Muny whim writers suffer from inaccu- 
rate quotations from tlieir works. 

(I) Indulge io a few experiments— uoue 
for some mouths ut least. 

(J) Jumping ut conclusions is seldom 
judicious. 

(K) Kings uud queens, at the most, can 
take but their Hhure of the tricks The 
deucesaud treys will need cureful wutoh- 
iuu as soon us one has reached the proper 
stage in his training. 

(L; Learn the laws of whist. 

Many trioks me lost by players whose 
lack of knowledge of theluws is ouly too 
evident.”

Why the Confederate Leader Declin- 
ed to Correct HI* Spelling. 

"General Forrest of Jhe Confederate 
army,” said an ex-Confederate officer, 
"was a military genius of the first 
rank. Without previous training or any 
developed taste in that direction he 
went into the army from a place as 
overseer and attained commanding 
rank absolutely by merit. Rough and 
uncouth at first, he became In later life 
a courtly gentleman whom it was a 
pleasure to meet and to know. I re- 
member on one occasion some time aft- 
er the war coming up the Potomac 
with him I wanted to introduce a 
young woman who was under my es- 
cort. He said he was flattered by the 
request, but that he could not meet 
her unless she knew perfectly well who 
he was and that he was not held in 
high esteem by the northern people 
chiefly on account of the Fort Pillow 
affair. I assured him that she was ful- 
ly apprised of his record, and then he 
went with me to meet her, and she told 
me later she had never met a more at- 
tractive man. 

"Earlier in his career — that is, be- 
fore he had learned to spell— he was 
asked by a young lady to put his auto- 
graph in her album. He wrote his name 
os requested and under It his title, ’ma- 
jor general of calvary,’ as he spelled it 
The lady called his attention to it in a 
very delicate way. and he looked at it 
a moment, and with a full conscious- 
ness that he was lacking in that regard 
and with a beautiful and scarcely to be 
expected humility he said. ‘Let it stand 
to show how ignorant General Forrest 
is.’ There are not many men who 
would have done that I Imagine, and 
it was the little things that showed 
the man’s true greatness.’’— New York 
Suu.

THE STREET ORDINANCE. 


Considerable debate 1ms been caused by 
recent efforts to amend the ordinance gov- 
erning the acceptance of streets. The 
propositions to modify our present excel- 
lent but stringent conditions, come from 
two entirely different sources, both of 
which have some arguments in their favor. 

The first is based on the commendable 
desire to have certain unaccepted streets 
in thickly settled districts, whose present 
condition is a disgrace to the city, put in 
such shape that the city may legally care 
for and bring them up to the high stand- 
ard of all our public streets. Tlie condi- 
tions which prevent the acceptance under 
the present ordinances, which requires a 
certain width, proper drains and catch 
basins, etc. cannot be complied with by 
the abutters for varying reasons, and as 
the streets are as much used and are to all 
intents and purposes, except care by the 
street department, public streets, a tena- 
ble plea may be made for some modifica- 
tion of the ordinance in their behalf. 

On the other hand, the demand for 
change comes from abutters on streets, 
where if drainage is put in, there will be 
no outlet for the same. Under these con- 
ditions the abutters feel that they have 
good cause to protest against the invest- 
ment of money in drains, which can be of 
no possible value, until the city provides 
an outlet. 

Tlie questions raised by the advocates 
for modification appeal with some force to 
all fair minded people, and the problem 
lias been thoroughly considered by the 
Highway Committee, whose recent report 
of inexpedient to amend the ordinance is 
disappointing to many. 

The committee, however, does not be- 
lieve it judicious, to let down the bars for 
the few cases where the conditions are 
burdensome, anil to thereby open the way 
for streets whose acceptance would prove 
expensive for the city. 

AH of the MOO and more unaccepted 
streets have some argument in favor of 
acceptance and any modification of tlie 
conditions would be nu entering wedge for 
a gradual deterioration of our present 
standard.

The District Uounoll of ihe United 
Brotherhood of Carpenter# and Joiners, 
desire to make the following statement 
relative to their demand for an eight hour 
work day with nine hours pay, that the 
pnblio may be correctly Informed of the 
present situation and the olroumstanoes 
leading up to it. They desire to disprove 
the erroneous Idea which has gone abroad 
that undue advantage was taken of the 
builders, by non sufficient notice of the In- 
tention to demand a shorter day. 

In January 1000, a letter setting forth 
our desires was sent to the builders. The 
many reasons for the adoption of an eight 
h >ur day weieexp a’ned In detail and atten- 
tion was oalled to the fait that It was In 
saooessful ooeration In more than 150 cities 
and recognized by the national and state 
governments. Two answers were reorived. 

Mr. H. II. Hunt favored an eight hour 
day but considered it Inexpedient at that 
time. Mr. L. \V. Crow was In favor of it 
at any time. In November 1000 a second 
letter to which no answers were received, 
was sent. This was followed by a petition 
to the builders, ask lug for the shorter day 
on and after January 1, 1001. Eight re- 
fused to sign. After tailing several times 
to obtain their signatures, a meeting was 
called to which the builders were invited 
to look into our demand. Mr. H H. Hunt 
alone, attended. A second visit to the 
builders resulting In a personal promisejon 
their part to attend, another meeting was 
oalled at which Messrs. C. F. Jones and 
W. A. McMullen were present. Finding 
no reliance could be placed in the promises 
of the builders a third letter was sent ou 
May 27, 1001 to all the builders of Newton, 
Watertown and Waltham, demanding eight 
hours on and after June 1. On this date, 
those men to whom it was not granted quit 
work. Ueadquarters were established at 
Newtonville, and many of the men have 
been placed on eight hour jobs. No com- 
munication has since been received from 
the builders. Eighty per cent, of the car- 
penters are now at work at eight hours 
wim no reduction of pay, and the contrac- 
tors who have given tu speak strongly in 
favor of the shorter day. The movement 
means moral bettermeut and material ad 
vanoement for the men. it is hoped that 
this statement of faot will enable the pub- 
lic to obtain a correct knowledge of the 
differences between the builders and the 
men.

This ship was always noted for her speed, 
and in being rebuilt seems to have lost, 
none of her old time vigor. She is planned 
very muoh like the Grand Duchess, with 
the exception that her staterooms and din- 
ing-salnon are above the water line, and all 
have windows Instead of port holes. She 
leaves Boston every Thursday for Halifax, 
Hawkesbury and Charlottetown.

EXPERIMENTS TO BE MADE AT THE 
PAN-AMERICAN. 


Kxlilbtt of the Division of Botany of 
the lotted Stoles Deportment of 
Axrlenltnre Will Deeply Interest 
the Avrlenltvrlsts. 

The progressive agriculturist will 
be Interested In the exhibit of the Di- 
vision of Botany of the United States 
Department of Agriculture at the Pan- 
American Exposition, ns it relates to 
one of the first essentials of his call- 
ing. The exhibit will be restricted to 
only one of the numerous lines of work 
conducted by the Division of Botany — 
namely, pure seed investigations. It 
Will represent the work of the Seed 
Laboratory at the Department of Agri- 
culture, where samples of all seeds dis- 
tributed by the Government are now 
carefully tested for purity, germiua- 
blllty, and freedom from seeds of nox- 
ious weeds. 

Thousands of samples from farmers 
and seedsmen in all parts of the coun- 
try are also tested at this laboratory. 
The work Is of special Interest to farm- 
ers, gardeners, seedsmen and experi- 
ment station workers, to whom the sub- 
ject of pure seeds Is of vital Impor- 
tance. 

The Seed Laboratory of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Is well recognized 
as the most Important seed testing sta- 
tion In America. Its methods, stand- 
ards and most Important pieces of ap- 
paratus have been adopted for seed 
testing at many of the State Experi- 
ment stations. The methods now In 
use and many of the Instruments and 
larger pieces of apparatus have been 
devised and perfected by the men In 
charge to meet the necessities of the 
work. 

On entering the space devoted to this 
exhibit at the left of the main aisle 
one sees first In a glass case a purity 
separating table with magnifying glass, 
forceps and other tools used by experts 
In separating a sample of commercial 
seed into its component parts of pure 
seed, chaff, sand and other foreign 
matter and weed seeds. Next Is a pair 
of fine balances on which samples are 
weighed, all j*?rcentages In seed purity 
tests being based upon weight. Be- 
yond the scales is a new combined 
mixer and sampler, 
of seeds is quiekly mixed and a sample

State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graph lo.) 

Boston, June 10, 1001. 

The weeks proceedings began with a hol- 
iday, and on Tuesday the real business was 
reached through the receipt of the govern- 
or's message vetoing the bill to provide for 
subway through Washington street. 
The governor put his arguments in a very 
convincing way, and took the wind out of 
the sails of his opponents by spending very 
little time indeed over the question of a 
referendum, and devoting most of his plea 
to pointing out other ways in which he felt 
the legislation failed tocoine up to the stand- 
ard which such a measure should reach. He 
reminded the members of the House that 
the subway bill of 18'.>4 contained a referen- 
dum clause; that in giving a 40-year lease 
of the subway based on the proposition 
that it would cost $0,000,000, the legislature 
was presenting the company with eight 
years oooupanoy of the structure without 
rental as the present rental on the Treraoni 
street subway, 4 7 10 per cent., would pay 
for the structure in at least 33 years, proba- 
bly in 02. Ue also pointed out weaknesses 
in the bill as to the section providing for 
the removal of conduits and wires of elec- 
trical companies which were no news even 
to the friends of the measure, who would 
gladly have inserted a new section guard- 
ing the rights of the eleotrlo com Dailies 
could it have been done without sending it 
back to the House where the whole ques- 
tion of the merits of (he bill might have 
been reopened. The governor pointedly 
inquired what would have been the effect 
of a lease of any such structure to a Boston 
oompauy 40 years ago 
Those who reoall that 40 years ago street 
railroading In Boston was in its infancy, 
but that various small companies were de- 
ilopiug lines radiating lrom Soollay 
square into the suburbs, can easily see 
what it might have meant to have given a 
single company the rights which the sub 
way bill gave to the elevated. 

A crushing argument was made by the 
governor when he showed that the result of 
the bill would.be to give the elevated com- 
pany the rigtf v**” , -ue $6,000,000 worth of 
stook, not to i}^ , V any property it would 
oome into possession of, but simply to pay 
rent. This, he alleged to be completely at 
variance with the policy of the Common- 
wealth against stock watering and be fur- 
ther clinched the argument by saying that 
while the bill permitted a oompany to es- 
tablish a sinking fund, it did not provide 
that the proceeds of that fuud should be 
used to pay for the subway. Lawyers 
might see holes in this argument but most 
laymen could not. 

All these arguments must have been of 
great interest to Mr. J. It. Carter and 
others who have taken so strong a stand 
against the subway bill in the form in 
which it passed through the general court. 
The writer is at a loss to explain how it 
has happened that the subway bill was not 
recalled from the hands of the governor 
ami amended into such shape as to permit 
him to sign it. There can be but one reas- 
onable explanation, and that is. that unless 
the company could have a 40 year lease, 
meaning practically a 40 year franchise, it 
preferred there should be no 6ubway built 
at all. The sustaining of the veto will post 
poue the matter for a year and make it 
practically certain that there will be no 
relief from the congested conditions on 
Washington street but rather an increase 
of them as time goes on. Of course the 
whole fight will have to be renewed, but it 
should be renewed on a different basis. 

An effort was made to get the Seuate to 
agree once more to a joint committee to 
discuss the anti-stock waterlog laws as pe- 
titioned for by Newton gentlemen, but the 
8euate was obdurute, and rejected the 
order. Then Mr. Luce of Somerville of- 
fered an order for the House committee as 
hud been anticipated. Yesterday Mr. Cal 
lender of Boston offered an order for an 
opinion from the attorney geneiui as to the 
legality of a House committee to do this 
reoes? work. There have been House com- 
mittees again and again, and iims.lgatious 
carried on by one House or another is not 
unusual at all. The fumous Lexow inves- 
tigation lu New York a few years since 
was made by a committee of the Sena e 
aud there is no good reason why one of the 
legislative branches can not order a similur 
committee in Mussuciiu?etu. The order 
was marked for deleut however, as it 
might stir up “biauch j> a-ousy” with the 
Senate.

New England Building. 

I The New England building in the 
I Court of State und Foreign Buildings 
at the Pan-American Exposition re- 
1 minds one of a line old colonial man- 
sion. Its broad piazzas and terraces 
are typical of a New England home of 
; the Revolutionary period. The design 
lu plain, yet rich. The bulldlug is 104 
I feet long by 52 feet wide. The wulls 
are covered with stuff, painted to rep- 
brlck with white marble 
trimmings. The shields of the six New 
England States art* placed in colors on 
the front, and there is a staff for each 
state flug. On the ground floor is a 
large reception hull, nearly 47 feet 
square, supported by four columns, aud 
at the rear ure colonial staircases 
leading in two directions from the Hist 
landing. On the right of the reception 
hull are the bureau of information, the 
coutroom ami custodian’s quarters. 
Ou the left are lounging and writing 
rooms, from which a beautiful view of 
that section of the Exposition Is possi- 
ble. lu both these rooms large coloulul 
fireplaces are arranged, and the fur- 
nishings are ull lu accordance with the 
colonial idea. The arrangement on 
this floor is simple, thoroughly conven- 
ient and witlial decidedly in keeping 
with what the building will be used 
for. Up stuirs there have been arrang- 
ed six large rooms. Each New Eng- 
land Htute is allotted one, und it is used 
for u rendezvous for people from that 
particular state. 

This building is located on a street., 
or path, connecting directly with the 
j Grand Court und is in ulinost as ccn- 
i tral a position as the New York Stale 
I building. It is near the lake, lu t lie 
i midst of over 10,000 transplanted 
I shrubs und trees. The cost of the 
New Eugluud building was $15,000.

Gas Commissioners' Decision 
Has Come. 


The long awaited and tnnch delayed de- 
cision of the board of gas and electric light 
commissioners upon the petition of the city 
and numerous citizens for cheaper and bet- 
ter gas and lelectricity was announced last 
Monday in the usual form of a recommen- 
dation to the N. «fe W. Gas Light company. 

The decision reviews the petition and 
hearing and recites the history of the com- 
pany, stating that the output of gas is less 
than most districts of equal population, and 
that about 75 per eent. of its electric out 
put is for street lighting. 

The evidence at the hearing substantia- 
ted the complaints of irregularities in elec- 
tric service and unevenness or failure of 
pressure for .both gas and electricity, but 
which the board says is due to insufficient 
generating power at the station and carry- 
power of its lines, and also in part, to 
failure of the management to remedy tem- 
porary troubles with reasonable prompt- 
ness. The board deems, however, that to 
fully remove canses of criticism would re- 
quire a liberal expenditure for extraordin- 
ary repairs and new construction with in- 
creased attention by the management. The 
board finds that the company since the 
hearing has acted in a proper spirit and has 
arranged to expend nearly $75,000 on its 
plant, and has also began to furnish elec- 
tricity during the daytime. 

In determining prices the board says it 
cannot approve a policy by which rates 
for municipal nseare made so low as to 
impose npon private consumers the entire 
burden of the investment oharge. The re- 
turn realized by the company from its 
street lighting is at a less rate than the in- 
terest paid npon Us loans. 

While the present conditions continue, 
the board cannot see its way clear to re- 
quire a reduction in the electric lighting 
rates either for street or commercial pur- 
poses. 

In the matter of gas. however, the board 
notes that the greater part of the gross 
profit from the operation of the department 
for the last fiscal year was npon a price 15 
cents higher than now charged. The prioes 
of materials have since been subject to a 
considerable advance, while that of residu- 
als has declined. Notwithstanding these 
facts, however, the board says that a some- 
what lower rate will probably permit 
the maintenance of the present dividend 
and amply provide for depreciation or con- 
tingencies, along with the maintenance of 
the best service to the public. To such a 
reduction the consumers are entitled. 

The board therefore recommends that 
from anc|tf ter the first day in July next, the 
net price charged for gas by the Newton 
& Watertown Gas Light company shall not 
exceed $1 15 per thoasand feet. 

In compliance with the above recommen- 
dation we are authorized to announce that 
on and after July 1st the rate for gas 
charged by the X. & W. Gas Light com- 
pany will be Si. '*0 per thousand feet, with 
15oents redaction for payments made be- 
fore the fifteenth of the month following 
the date of bills.

Train npa child in the way he should 
go, and even when he is old he will not 
depart from it. Proverb XXII, 0. 

When one thinks of all that ohildhood 
promises; of the wondrous possibilities 
that stretch out before it; of the interest- 
ing phases of its development; of all the 
wealth of soul it may achieve; of the 
beauty and nobleness and usefulness that 
may enter into its life, how fascinating be- 
comes the study of ohildhood. I do not 
wonder that the most enthusiastic among 
educators are those who come the nearest 
to the children, thekindergartners. 

But only Faith and Love are privileged 
to see all this. It takes faith and love 
and patience to view child nature in this 
ideal way : to look beyond bud to ooming 
fruit. A faith that can work without 
sight; that can see beyond the disoouraging 
actualities; a love that can compel per- 
sistence. and a patience that can work 
while the signs of promise are few. 

One cannot watch the painter at his can- 
vas without wishing he possessed the 
talent to transfix beauty and give It per- 
raanence; cannot see the shapeless clay 
growing into symmetry and beauty with- 
out wishing he, too, shared that creative 
power; cannot listen to the orator taking 
dead words and making them live and 
glow without wishing his own lips might 
be touched with the coils of eloq ienca. 

But these things demand genius and 
few possess It. Yet a higher power is 
within our reach. We can bring to sym- 
metry and beauty a human life; we can 
fashion, as in clay, human character; we 
can utter words that are as light aud 
warmth to growing human uature. 

Canvas! Clay! Words! What are these 
to the plastic elements of the human soul! 

A great writer who devoted his life to 
one gigantic worluand. to his own surprise, 
brought it at last to a successful end, sadly 
observed, that among the congratulations 
that poured lu upon him from every side, 
he could not help feeling when he analyzed 
his own emotions, how tepid was the sat- 
isfaction which suoh a triumph could give 
him, and what much more vivid gratifica- 
tion he had come to take in hearing the ap- 
proaching steps of some little children he 
had taught to love him. 

I am not saying it is as easy to mould 
human nature as clay. It is tne hardest 
thing in the world. But it does uot de- 
maud genius. Only qualities within reach 
of all of us; faith, hope, loCe and patience. 

1 lay it down as a duty resliug upon each 
one ol us that we ought to be doing some- 
thing to bring to blossom and fruitage a 
young life. Not simply the duty of parents. 
That goes without sayiug. But the duty 
of the ohildl* s< as well. Why is it that the 
single life is an often unlovely, sour, stunt- 
ed, eccentric/ Because so often it is the love- 
less life, and Goil hath ordained that the 
loveless life shall be empty of satisfactions. 

Let the childless mau or wotuau put love 
Into some child’s life and see it bear fruit 
in grow-ing manhood aud womanhood, aud 
then learn the charm of life. 

What cau we do for the children? I 
shall Indicate three ways our energies may 
take: In the first place, we cm take ad- 
vantage of the earliest instinct but one; 
imitutiveness. According to many psy- 
chologists, all the acts of childhood ure 
either imitations of superiors, or prac- 
tices upon inferiors, of what has Ueeu 
learned of superiors. I am convinced 
that people are too ready to put down many 
childish traits as hereditary, which are, in 
fact, duo to imitativeness. The wisest 
words upon* taking advantage of this in- 
stinct come to us from Plato, ’‘Parents 
should so reverence a child that they will 
do nothing they should not want him to 
repeat." 

The strongest iniluence, then, which we 
cau exert is that of example. Much exam- 
ple and little precept. Don’t preach to a 
child. Be what you wish him to be. 

I have known mothers who have had the 
naughty child whip them. That may be 
where the punishment belongs. The 
fault of the child maybe but a minuture 
repetition of the fault of elders. If the 
father or mother be ill-discipliued ; selfish; 
tuke low views of life and duty, what wuu- 
der the child is of like disposition. 

Fathers, mothers, those who associate 
with children have a fine vantage ground 
in the child’s instinctive reverence for eld- 
ers. They are as Gods to the children. Tbe 
futher is the wisest, strongest and best 
iimn in the world. The child can under- 
stand God only when he is called Father. 
The mother is the best and most beautiful 
woman in the world. The friend is a very 
wonderful person. One of the greatest 
shocks in life is when this childish delu- 
sion gives way, uml the child leariis that 
pureuts and friends are imperfect- This 
shock may be softened if we keep in miud 
this ideal the child forms of us, and do our 
best to live up to it. 

The first lesson pf childhood is obedience. 
It cannot begin too early. There should 
not be a moments relaxation in demanding 
it; no wavering m insistence. it must be 
secured at any price. 

The modern idea is that a child should be 
brought up by love aud not fear. A splen- 
did idea, but how often it means, a child 
does as he pleases; a tyrant in the home, a 
nuisance in the school, u terror iu the 
neighborhood. There seems to be a wide- 
spread fear a child's will will be broken. 
The fact is, the period which Iras produced 
tile finest types of spirited, self-reliant 
manhood was a time when the lather 
was un autocrat, his will tiie law; discip- 
liue was severe, and often harsh, and tiie 
whip always within easy reach. 1 hope 
those days are over, never to return, but 
belter they should return than that a child 
should be ruined by laxity and indulgence. 

The boy or girl who enters maturity 
without having formed the habit of 
obedience is terribly bundicapped. They 
enter a world where obedieuoe is the first 
demand. They must obey the luws of 
uature, the slighest infraction of which 
entails punishment; they must obey the 
laws of their country to enjoy the rights 
and privileges of citizenship; they must 
obey the laws of society to be respected; 
they must obey the laws of busiuess to 
guiu commercial success and honor. The 
child who has learned obedience iu the 
home is prepared fur all this. The child 
that lias learned to reverence author- 
ity at home, will revereuce authority be- 
youd the home As David llarum said. 
“Every ho&s on do a thing better u’spryer 
if he’s broke to it as a colt." 

The child oauuut understand the value 
or necessity of obedience. Iu the begiu- 
niug the will of the pareut should be as 
the will of God, obeyed without question. 
This has a corresponding obligation for 
those who care for the young. They must 
kuow the sacreduess of obedience them- 
selves. They must obey iu ituru, w hat 
seem to them the laws of God. They 
must reverence an uuthouiy above them 
helves Then tUey will demand only 
what is right and reasonable. A child has 
a very keen sense of what is right aud 
reasonable, and will rebel wheu treated 
unjustly or uureasouably .

A chapter might be written on the cruel- 
ty of parental love. If a parent should cut 
off the arm of a child, the act would compel 
horror. Yet parents seud out children 
marred in soul, deformed in character. 
Their love makes for weakness, and the 
children are ill-disciplined, lack self-re- 
liance, and are bound to suffer and fail. 

Last of all, children should be brought 
up in an atmosphere of faith. Faith in the 
possibilities of childhood is the best stim- 
ulant to eudeavor. Expeot nothing, and 
you get nothing; expect much aud you get 
much. Emily Poulssou tells us, ”\\ hat we 
expect, we help iu bringitig about ” She 
says we must ignore handicaps in childreu. 
A deaf child, spoken to as if he heard, 
grows to understand. And so with the 
blind, the feeble-minded, the otherwise de- 
fective, the handicap must be ignored. 

Have faith that the child cau be brave, 
good, truth telling, honest; show that you 
expect the best, and you will stand the 
best chance of getting it. 

But do not expect the best too soon. The 
quicker any creature arrives at maturity 
the more inferior it is. In the prolonga- 
tion of his infancy, John Kiske finds tiie 
reason of man’s superiority Unfortunate 
the child that matures too early; unfortu- 
nate the child whose parents love to show 
it off, cramming its poor little brain with 
things beyond its normal capacity. Pre- 
cocious children rarely make well bal- 
anced men. 

Natural development is slow. The first 
years should be devoted to making the 
child a good animal. The animal prop- 
ensities are not to be checkel, bnt guided. 
All the stages iu the evolution of the race 
must be traversed. All that we can do is 
to assist the progress and make gentle the 
transitions. The danger to be averted is 
stopping at any one of these stages. Not 
one must be overleaped. If the small boy 
shows signs of early suinthood, or tbe 
girl is more interested in heaven aud 
angels than earth and friends, somethi ng 
is the matter. Tuke them to u physician. 
This does not menu that a child is to 
left to drift along, bumping first on this 
rock, then on that. lie is to be led away 
from a purely uuiinal state as soon as pos 
sible, There must always to be held be- 
fore him an ideal just a little ahead of him. 
Bewure of an ideal so high as to discouruge 
hope of attainment. Begiuuing, natural- 
ly as selfish he must be led gently ulica 1 
until the ethical sense is completely estab- 
lished. 

I have purposely kept tiie discourage- 
ments in the back-ground. They ure 
many. Again and again your faitli is tried ; 
again and again your best-meant efforts 
fail; again und again a robust child kicks 
to pieces your finest theories. 

But isn’t the result worth refusing to be 
discouraged? Child nature is full of sur- 
prises. That is one of its charms. You 
never know wliat is going to happen. At 
any moment, ull you have worked for, is 
likely to happen. You can never tell wheu 
tiie most uuproiuisiug child will reward 
your efforts. 

The worker among children must put 
resolutely to one side, tiie expectation of 
immediate results, aud work on aud on, 
leaving the results to God. 

If we would do the best work, we must 
have the faith tiiat we are working with 
God. Unseen forces are working w ith us 
supplementing our best endeavor, correcting 
our mistakes. Those forces muke for good. 
All tiiat we can to do is to so truiu a child 
that he can tuke advantage of bis heredity 
from God, und by obedience to the laws of 
God, achieve the best iu life.

Revenue Tax Changes. 

Active preparation has been going on at 
the Interna Revenue Bureau for the 
ohanges in the Internal taxes which take 
efTeot on July 1. The ohlef preparations 
required have been in connection with the 
redemption of unused stamps under the 
several Important heads where the taxes 
have been completely repealed. The Items 
repealed whloh most directly touch the 
public are the two oent tax on every bank 
oheok, the one-oent levied on express re- 
ceipts, and the one cent affixed to tele- 
graph ic messages, There are Mveral other 
important taxes repealed, however, which 
will affect important interests and in many 
cases will reaoh the publio. Among these 
are the stamps affixed to proprietary modi 
oines, perfumery and other drugs, whloh 
have given so much annoyanoe to the 
thousands of druggists throughout the 
oountry. The ten cent tax on bills of lad- 
ing terminates on June :u>, and the high tax 
on oharter parties suffers the same fate. 
There are important modifications of the 
rates on beer and cigars, but these taxes 
are far from being abolished. A compaot 
summitry of the chunges made by the new 
law, whloh was not prepared officially, but 
which has been reviewed by the experts of 
the internal Revenue Bureau, appears 
below :

PROVISIONS TO REDEEM STAMPS. 

Claims for tbe redemption of adhesive 
documentary and proprietary stamps, if 
purchased irom a collector, must contain 
his certificate as to the date uud amount of 
purchase. If puiuhused from a dealer iu 
stamps, such dealer’s uertiiicite us to tiie 
dute of sale to ciaimuut und tiie certificate 
of the collector as to date of sale to tiie 
dealer must be furnished. .Stamps tiiat are 
not iu the same cunditiou as w hen issued 
will not be ledeemed unless their condition 
is satisfactorily accounted lor. 

Documentary uud proprietary stumps cau 
be redeemed only when presented in quan- 
tities of 82 or more fuue value, and no 
claim for tbe redemption of or allowance 
for suoh stamps can be allowed unless 
presented within two years after the pur- 
chase ot said stamps from the government. 

All claims for tiie redemption of stamps 
imprinted ou checks, drafts und other in- 
struments must be entered of record und 
forwarded to this office by tiie collector of 
tiie district in which the order for the im- 
printing ofthe stumps wus purchased, if 
the ciaimuut resides in a district other thun 
thut iu which suid order wus puruhusud, 
his claim should be prepured uml deposited 
with tiie collector of tiie district in which 
he rewides, who will examine suid cluim 
uud see thut it Ih properly prepured in ull 
resuects, uud ouuse it to be investigated 
uud certified by oue of bis deputies, so lur 
us it is practicable iu that district, und will 
llieu forward it to the col lector of tbe dis- 
trict, iu which tiie order for the imprint- 
ing ot tiie stumps wus issued, who will fur- 
nish the udditionul evidence required, und 
forward the cluim to this office with proper 
certificate uud recommendation. Wheu 
ulaiius ure presented by uny person or firm 
other than the one for whom tiie order for 
imprinting was issued and whose name or 
title does uot appear upon the papers on 
which the stumps ure imprinted, tiie claim- 
ant, iu addition to the oerLHioute of tiie col- 
lector uud deputy collector uforesaid. must 
satisfactorily establish the fact ot owner- 
ship of the stamps uml furnish a certificate 
of sale by each owner of them from the 
time of their purchase from the person or 
firm for whom the order for imprintiug wus 
Issued. 

Tiie owners of imprinted instruments, 
oliecks, drafts, etc , who desire to have tiie 
stumps thereon redeemed must, in addition 
to filing claims us aforesaid, forward all 
such imprinted instruments seourely packed 
to this office. Puokages containing the 
Mime should be addressed to tbe commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, Washington, 
D. C., and each package should be pluiuly 
marked with the name and address of the 
owuer who made the claim for redemp- 
tion, aud a statement of the number uud 
kiud of instruments contained in the pack- 
age. Stamps for each claim should be 
packed separately, aud no package should 
coutaiu slumps presented for redemption 
on more thun oue claim. Under the law 
and regulations all stumped instruments 
and ull imprinted checks, drufts, etc., pre- 
sented for the redemption of the stamps 
thereon must, when the stamps are re- 
deemed, be retaiut d with the claim ; there- 
fore no such instruments cun be returned 
to the owners thereof.

The class oration was delivered by Leon- 
ard Wolsey Cronkhite and was as follows: 

THE HERITAGE OF THE TWENTIETH CEN- 
TURY. 

As the child is the; father of the man, as 
the seed is the essence of the rooted tree, as 
the mountain brooklet, gathering to itself 
increase and power, is the source of yonder 
deep-bowing river, so is the past, remote 
and near, but the manifestation and pro- 
phecy of what will come after. To gain a 
conception of the world as it is. and as it 
may be, we must look upon our heritage, 
upon those ideals and actions, those indu 
ences and those men, which pervade the 
world of our thought and direct the activi- 
ties of our day. The ninteeuth century, 
the sum of all centuries, the century whioh 
marks so great a oliange in the world, af 
fords in its literature, its soieuee, its states- 
men and in its people aud their condition the 
key to the present and the future. Renais- 
sance of the nineteenth oeutury has been a 
search for truth. It has asked such ques- 
tions as these, "Whence oatne Evil? Is 
there Spirit? What is the Spirit? Whence 
is the hope of Salvation ?” imagination 
asked of reason, and reason, unuble to an- 
swer, doubted, analysed, and searched: — 
and with what result? For answer we look 
to Poetry. 

The Victorian poets are poets of doubt, 
of art, or of hope. The pouts of doubt, 
what have they done? Arnold and Clough, 
representing the tendencies of their time, 
doubt und search, till life seems cold, 
with loss of vitality. Rut doubt though 
they will, unconsoiouslv they do feel. The 
poets of ilouot only confirm the life of tiie 
spirit. The poets of art, Rossetti and 
Swinburne arrive at the same end. Their 
poetry, but shows the lack of that life 
which alone could muke their work pul- 
sating aud full. Tennyson, ui once an ar- 
tist and a doubter writhes in pain, because 
reason cannot be satisfied. But when rea- 
son would dominate he rises in ills might 
and says, "I iiave felt," aud his faith 
through struggles reaches to the height of 
In Meraoriam aud Crossing the Bar. 
Therefore the mission of the poets of art 
for beauty’s sake, and of doubt, for the 
sake of reason has been to reveal the pres- 
ence of the spirit, by showing their help- 
lessness in its absence. But the poets 
of hope have shown not the presence of 
the spirit alone, but Its very self. Words- 
worth, the crowning glory of his century, 
has filled with life and beauty, the "hum- 
bler" things of earth. He is the poet of 
the people, of democracy, of humility, und 
of nafhre. In him us in Scott, we find this 
to be true: -that the passlou for fact has 
influeuced our men to reveal more of the 
soul to-soui experiences, of the homely 
realities of life, of those truths which are 
to reach the very heart of mankind. Fiu- 
ally: — has poetry uttalued uud whut is its 
attainment? Inlfueuoed by solenoe, detune 
racy, and a nsw view of history, it has 
witnessed by its mighty struggles of doubt 
aud search, uud by the results of this quest, 
to the omnipotence of soul, and to the su- 

R reftaoy of oue-all-ooutrolling power. 1 he 
(e of the century began with new hope, 
new faith, soon it was forced to doubt, 
which in turn led to search, uud this is its 
couquest. „ , 

Poetry has felt the inilueuce of the new 
spirit of research, through nature, in 
scieuce. We look upon these two. scieuue 
uud poetry as antagonistic, but they are 
but supplementary. The hum of theory 
aud research is but another chord lu the 
symphony of truth. Poetry has propheoled, 
science hus executed. To poetry scieuue 
owes the prophecy of u theory, profoundly 
wonderful aud to science and this theory, 
poetry is indebted for tnuuh of its hope ami 
life. Evolution,— whioh enables us to con 
oeive of death as new life, which reuders 
chuuge u witness to the eteruul. Theory 
uud research have revealed llrut there is 
the uuknowuble uud the lufiuite. They 
have stood witnesses to the might uud 
wonder of God eteruul. The farther sci- 
ence pries and seeks, the more is it awed, 
the greater, it sees the extent of the uu- 
kuowu to be, and the uobler its reverence. 
The progress of theoretical science has 
been prodigious, pluuiug the uuiues of tueu 
*“ “ uoer, wi “ 


ley In the book of time. The advance in 
the application of science to utility and to 
the material has revolutionised our physi- 
cal life. The railroad, steam-navigation, 
the telegraph, the telephone, artificial 
light and endless mechanical devices, 
these have changed our condition. In 
themselves, they have the ability to render 
the world more united, man bound to man, 
facilitating the progress of thought. If we 
have not gained these results from them, 
the fault lies not In applied soience. Com- 
pared with other centuries, the nineteenth 
can boast greater scientific aohievment 
than all other time. But the "ultra-utili- 
tarian" bent of the age has been fruitful of 
terrible evil. 

From soienoe and poetry, we turn to the 
political movements of the times, and to 
the men who have held the helms of the 
ships of nations, and who have proved 
worthy. 

The trend of government has been toward 
Democracy, which requires the full and 
free development of the individual, to- 
gether with harmony and unity for all. It 
means not revolution, but evolution from 
old forms. Carlyle looked askance at the 
growing power of the people. Concep- 
tions of democracy, the government towards 
whioh the world is moving, were in the 
early part of the oentury incorrect. These 
misoonoeptions are not yet eliminated. 
Democracy Is yet young but has already 
found some difficulty in establishing and 
maintaining high ideals. Look upon the 
democracy of today, and we conclude that 
thaaotualis far from the ideal. For we 
see in the world, conditions, whioh force 
us to exolalm:— England had its colonies, 
and its Burke to teaoh it. Amerioa may 
have its colonies, and we earnestly hope its 
Burke and its heed of his counsels. A 
democratic government, but an aristocracy 
of worth, we need. In the men, who have 
fostered the principles of a noble democ- 
racy, in its statesmen, the oentury has not 
lacked. Lincoln, whose faith in the people 
was unbounded, whose conception of right 
and duty held his country :— Gladstone, 
the "grand old man," the fearless cham- 
pion of liberty:— Webster bold and brave, 
yet lovable;— Viotoria the Good, whose wo- 
manhood exalts womanliness:— so long as 
such live, "OYcrnments cannot be wholly 
oorrupt. To its statesmen, the oentury cau 
accord no fitter words of praise than: — 
Fortiter, Fideliter, Felioiter! 

But think you uot that our heritage ends 
with a poetry of hope, a soienoe of wonder, 
aud true statesmen. These are but the 
means to an end. As a nation, there con- 
fronts us the problem of foreign popula- 
tion, the city problem, the political prob- 
lem, the problem of the negro. Shall the 
negro, once freed, see slavery agaiu? We 
face the problems of inequality, of wealth, 
of labor, and of the individual. Commer- 
cialism, greed, militarism and haste have 
been the curse of the oeutury. These prob- 
lems must be solved;— these evils uprooted. 
Remedies have been offered;— the new 
social gospel has been proclaimed. More 
has given us his ideal Utopia, where all 
ineu work, so apportioning their time, that 
bodv is strengthened, mind equipped, heart 
gladdened, and soul uplifted. In Utopia 
useless luxury is scorned, marring of 
nature hated, and life lived rationally. 
In our conditions, Ruskin sees little of 
Utopia, but he asks for its first principles - 
simple living, healthful labor, and joy for 
all men, life and that more abuudantly. 
Carlyle demands sincerity, and a respect 
for labor. Arnold advises sweetness and 
light. These are some of the remedies. 
When and whence comes the application? 

I conceive of society, us before a moun- 
tain, towards whioh it has been marching, 
now fully equipped for overcoming this 
same mountain : -this obstacle is none other 
than the solution of the social problem. 
But I cannot conceive of an adequate 
reason for that feeling of Laissex faire, re- 
garding amelioration of present conditions. 
What is to be done, when wealth increases 
immeasurably, while poverty, instead or 
decreasing, grows with greater strides: — 
Waenahuge mass of humanity does not 
live; but is scarcely able to exist? 

We believe, a belief founded perhaps on 
little personal experience, yet a belief hum- 
bly submitted, that the solution of the so- 
cial problem, which rests in aud with the 
individual, lies not in the making of hu- 
manitarian laws; not !n the formulating of 
theories of social reconstruction ; not in the 
workings of large bodies of men, where a 
few are active for their fellows, while the 
rest give u financial but cold support, 
not iu these— but iu the personal con- 
tact with those affected, of every man 
and woman, who professes an interest in 
the righting of this old world of ours. 
Needless to say this is uot our present pos 
session. Vet we may firmly believe that 
the warnings aud premonitions of a mighty 
social change, which great men have given, 
will prove true. 

The renaiesunce of the Century has been 
a search for truth, its triumph, the free- 
dom of the individual. The renaissance of 
the ’ 20 th century will be a search for life, 
and its triumph must be freedom for the 
individual. 

A complex es ate is ours, hut the good 
shall and will conquer. A confirmation of 
the spirit in a poetry of love, of hope, and 
of duty, a mighty scientific aohievment, 
men of noble soul, problems terrible in 
their vastuess, yet hone for the outcome, 
tliis is our heritage. Oh twenty-first oentu- 
ry, whut will be your heritage?

Patrolman and Mrs. Richard T. Taffe are 
being congratulated on the birth of a 
daughter. 

Another case of stone throwing was re- 
ported Monday afternoon. This time the 
target was a west-bound train at the Wash- 
ington street bridge, West Newton. 

On June 14 a pretty gordon setter puppy 
was found by Patrolman McAleer in the 
cellar of the house on Adams street occu- 
pied by Patrick Flynn. The search was 
made at the request of Mrs. Bridget Mc- 
Cormack who had sworn oat a search war- 
rant before olerk Whittlesey. The next 
day a summons was issued and on June 17, 
Patrick Brennan, who boards with the 
Flynn’s and who is Mrs. Flynn’s brother, 
appeared before Judge Kennedy to answer 
to a charge of larceny. Mrs. McCormack 
took the stand and told the court how the 
dog belonged to her and that it was a great 
playmate for her grandchild. The puppy 
was very playful and smothered the old 
lady with caresses so that she found some 
difficulty in giving her entire attention to 
theoourt. Patrolman McAleer said he 
had made a search and found the dog. 
The court wanted to know what persons 
at the Flynn’s McAleer had talked with. 
The reply was "Mrs. Flynn." Was she in 
court? No. Then the case was continued 
until last Saturday. Mrs. Flynn appeared 
and made as good a w itnes? for the defence 
as the government. She and her husband 
likewise Brennan, said that the puppy had 
been left in the backyard on a Sunday 
night and that they had made no attempt 
to conoeal it. The court suggested they 
might have advertised but this had not 
oocured to any of them. The case was 
continued until July 27 without a finding. 

Francisco Caravelli, who carries in his 
breast a bullet which came from the revol- 
ver of Geunaro Medaglia on March land 
for which crime Medaglia is serving a six 
mouths seutenoe at the house of correction, 
was assaulted last Monday morning by his 
own brother-in-law, Giovanni Di Castagui- 
no. All are Italian residents of Alden 
place, West Newton. It seems that Cara- 
velli has been in poor health since the af- 
fair of last March and that he had done but 
little work. According to bis story Di Cas- 
taguino displayed anything but a brotherly 
spirit at the time of the shooting and in 
consequence there has been strained rela- 
tions between these brothers-in-law. It is 
alleged that Di Castaguino and Carraveili 
met about .1.30 last Monday morning in Al- 
den place and that the former began to 
taunt Caravelli. A hand to hand battle 
followed and Di Castaguino struck the 
other on the head with a dinner pail, cut- 
ting a severe gash. A crowd collected and 
the police were sent for. In the fight Cara- 
velli, weak as he was, managed to hang on 
to his assailant. Patrolmen Muileu and 
Mahan arrived in good season and took 
both men to the station house. In court 
Di Castaguino was arraigned for assault, 
lound guilty and fined $ 20 . 

For assault upon Adam Kosowiski on 
June 21, Frank Stuart a Norwegian, and 
Joe Bergialo. a pole, were fined $25 and $20 
respectively by Judge Keuuedy Wednesday 
morning. 

A young man, who has not yet attained 
his majority, was arrested Tuesday alter- 
noon on oompluiot of his father. It is al- 
leged that be forged two checks amount- 
ing in ail to $200, and that he spent nearly 
all the money. He was held in $1000 for 
the grand jury.

The conclusions of the commissioners in 
which the maintenance of the dividend is 
the first consideration of the Board is also 
a matter of comment, and there can be no 
question but what the interests of -the Gas 
Company have been fully protected by the 
Commission.

r Sword of a Thnnmtnd Pieces. 

What do you think of a sword blade 
Hint contains a thousand sheets of met* 
n I V Yet they are not uncommon and, 
as you will readily imagine, are of ori- 
ental workmanship. Our painstaking, 
patient Japanese friends are the mak- 
ers of them, and a few (lnys ago I had 
the pleasure of seeing one In a Fourth 
avenue curiosity shop nnd lmd Its 
method of manufacture explained. 

The blades of these sabers are made 
from mngnetic Iron ores. The steel Is 
produced In small, very thin sheets, 
nml the workman begins by fixing one 
of them to the end of an Iron rod which 
serves ns a handle. To this are solder- 
ed other small sheets until the # mass 
has a length of olanit eight Inches, a 
width of about two Inches and a thick- 
ness of a little more than a quarter of 
nn Inch. 

This liar Is brought to a white heat, 
doubled on Itself nnd hammered until 
It Is down to its original dimensions. 
This process is repented 15 times. Four 
slmllnr hnrs are then soldered together, 
doubled upon themselves, resoldered 
and heated, the operation being repent- 
ed live times. This process makes the 
superposed layers so thin that a saber 
contains at least a thousand sheets of 
metal. 

If you find one of these swords that 
has n veined appearance, you may 
know it Is caused by alternate lnyers of 
Iron and steel being soldered together.

PLAIN TALK 


In Open Session of the 
School Board. 


Great Amount of Important 
Business Considered. 


Wednesday evening’s session was one of 
the busiest that the reporters have been 
admitted to this year. Not all the mem- 
bers were present but matters of import- 
ance came thlok and fast and there was no 
adjournment until nearly 10 o’clock. 

There was along discussion provoked by 
a bill of $2 75 for carriage hire for 2 3-4 
hours, submitted by a Newton Centre liv- 
ery man, and before the matter was settled 
nearly every member had something to 
say. And so far as debate' was concerned 
it was certainly the liveliest that the board 
has indulged in in open session for many 
meetings. 

Mr. Daniel Dewey of Ward 7, chairman 
of tbe finanoe oommittee. read a report of 
that body, which reoomiuended that a bill 
of $2 70 for the use of a public carriage be 
not p dd. Mr. Rand of Ward G immediate- 
ly moved as an auieudment to tbe report 
that the bill be paid.| 

Mr. Dewey said that there was a rule of 
the board which calls for the authorization 
of expenditures of mouey by the board and 
as in this case it had not been done, the 
finanoe oommittee oould not reoommend 
tbe bill’s approval. 

“Nothing like it has ever oome before the 
finance oommittee, aud we question Its 
legality. This bill dates back about a year. 
There was at that time a teacher at New- 
tan Centre wheat it seemed -desirable to 
have resign quietly. 

“It seems that she didn’t. It was in- 
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tended to shoo her gently, but that par- 
ticular heu didn’t run under the barn, but 
oa ne out into the open and jrowed her 
orow of defiauoe. Then there was the 
dickens to pay in Newlou Centre. 

“These young men who hired this oar 
riage, hired it to get out of town. They 
got away and stayed 2 aud 3-4 hours. It 
was a case of backing down, for that 
teacher’s name was later presented for 
nomination aud it was confirmed. This 
wus inexcusable. 

“There is no meritorious olaim, for tho 
city received no benefit. No money was 
earned aud therefore the oily should not he 
expected to pay.” 

Air. Abbott Bassett of Ward 2 said it 
was his opinion that the bill should be 
paid without further remarks. 

Mr. Luilwieler of Ward 5 said he did not 
believe iu looking for small things, and 
considered the non-payment of any suoh 
bill was pretty small potatoes. He oon 
turned saying that there was to oome up 
lor approval a hill of $5 for back hire 
which was contracted at last meeting by a 
member who rode five miles to his home 
rather than walk at 2 o’clock in tbe morn- 
ing. “Aud it was rainiug great guns,” he 
added. 

Mr. Rand of Ward 6, the member who 
bad joint use of the carriage mentioned in 
the 82 75 hill, said he believed Mr. Dewey’s 
arguments to he the best he had ever heard 
him make. “The main issue was eutirely 
lost Bight of,” he observed. 

Continuing he thought the question of 
benefit had uotbing to do with tbe matter. 
The amount iu the hill was remarkably 
low n his opinion. He declared himse 1 
to be oue of the Waid G committee who 
participated iu the ride. 

Si far as precedent was c moerned Mr. 
Ranukuewofseveia ct&es where carriages 
had been hired uuder lUe circumstances. 
The hills had been approved aud paid. 
“Possibly” he said, “this watt before Mr. 
Dewey came on the board.” 

In lurcher consideration of the subject 
Mr. Rand declared he was willing to abide 
by the decision of the board. The merits 
ut me case were known and it lay with the 
meiubeis. 

Mr.’F. B. Hornbrooke of Ward 1 was of 
the opinion that the hill should be paid. 
“The schtiol board gets no salary aud little 
praise, and I believe that they should not 
ue usktd to pay fur the privilege ut trans- 
acting the uit> ’s business. 

Air. Gorham of Ward 3 was afraid thut 
it would be breaking away from a well es- 
tablished rule if the board voted to pay the 
bill. The rules of the bourd were what 
governed it and should not be lost sight of. 
tie questioned the legality of paying ttie 
bill. 

Mr. Baud read section 10 of the rules 
ami declared that from his interpretation 
the M aid G oommittee had a perieot right 
to hire the carriage. It was no persouul 
matter with these members it was an offi 
ciul action, for they were visiting schools 
in other sections oi the city. 

The umendmeiit was put aud carried. 
Messrs. Dewey, Gorham and ilowurd 
voting ’against it. The orlgiual motion was 
put and it was voted that the bill should be 
paid. 

The question of paying the hilt of $5 for 
carriage hire at last mouta’s meeting, 
w hich, by the wuy, did not adjourn until 
ueurly 2 a. m., was then brought up. Mr. 
8. E. Howard was opposed on the grounds 
of precedent. Air. Luitwieler told of the 
weuther on that occasion and Mr. Benner, 
chairman, said iu his miud it was perfectly 
legal to pay the bill. A motion to this 
effect wus put uud carried. 

In executive session Superintendent 
of schools Albert B. Flfield was unani- 
mously re-elected aud his salary increased 
from $3500 to $3tioo. Tbe superintendent 
offered no monthly report, hut thanked 
the bourd for this action. 

Mr. Abbot Bassett sought to change the 
rules that the board should hereafter go 
into executive session for the transaction 
of private business, but not until all public 
business bud been disposed of. This wus 
referred to the committee on rules. 

It was voted thut the name of the Adams 
grammar school, Newtouvilln, be changed 
to that of the Horace Atauu school. 

Miss A. A Smith resigned from an as 
sistanoy in the Adams school and Ellen M. 
Kimball wus appointed to fill tbe vaoaucy 
at a salary of $Guo. Aliss Ada B. Judsoii 
was appointed an assistment in the Wil- 
liams school at a salary of $G5U, Miss 
Agnes C. Childs ussistant at the High 
school laboratory ut a salary of $:too, 
Fruuces B. Lund wus appointed uu assist- 
ant id the High school at u salary of $G50, 
Virginia E Kiiubull un assistant ut the 
High school at a salary of $1)00, Florence 
H. Corcoran uu assistant in the High 
school ut $G0<>, Nellie E. coolidge an as- 
sistant iu the Bigelow school at $G50. 
Florence Laiuson uml Blai che L. Carr as- 
sistants iu the suiue school at salaries of 
$0oo uud $700 respective!:, .

This was referred to the 
oommittee on physical culture and as tbe 
board does not meet until September is 
not likely to be considered with any value 
so far as the present holidays are con- 
cerned.
